ORGANIZE AT SAN _ FRANCISCO 





Pass Resolutions Looking Toward a Strong 
Awsociation to Forward More Liberal 
Loss Adjustments by Companies 





San Francisco, June 27.—(Special.)— 
One thousand representative citizens 
have organized a permanent organization 
known as the Policyholders Protective 
League, formed from the five business 
organizations of the city, and adopted 
the following resolutions: 


“Resolved, That we, fire insurance policy- 
holders and sufferers by the recent San 
Francisco conflagration, do hereby pledge 
ourselves to become members of a permanent 
organization to be known as the Policy- 
holders Protective League, to be managed 
and controlled under the auspices of the 
following San Francisco commercial bodies, 
namely : The Merchants Association of 
San Francisco, the San Francisco Board of 
Trade, the Chamber of Commerce of San 
Francisco, the Merchants Exchange and 
the Manufacturers and Producers Associa- 
tion of California. 

“Resolved, That we hereby pledge our- 
selves to contribute to a fund to carry out 
the purposes of the leagne, a sum total 
not to exceed 1 percent of the face value 
of our insurance policies, to be paid in 
such amounts as may hereafter be deter- 
mined by the trustees of said league, here- 
inafter provided for and to be called for 
in instalments not to exceed in any one 
eall more than one-fifth of 1 percent of 
the face value of the fire insurance poli- 
cies; and be it further 

“Resolved, That a board of trustees of 
eleven members shall be appointed, as fol- 
lows: Ten by the chairman of this meet- 
ing, who shall select the same as follows: 
Two from each of ‘the said five commer- 
cial bodies, by and with the advice and 
consent of the president or any other act- 
ing executive officer thereof, and one at 
large. 

“Resolved, That said board of trustees 
shall organize by electing their own offi- 
cers and shall arrange to spend the policy- 
holders’ subscriptions in the following man- 
ner: They shall print in large display 
space in an influential daily newspaper in 
every large city in America and Europe, 
from information from the state insurance 
commissioner of California, the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce, or any other 
reliable source, a list giving the names of 


such companies as may be prompt and 
diligent in adjusting and paying in full 
their actual losses in the late San Fran- 


cisco fire, and also such companies as may 
fail so to do. The trustees shall continue 
to do this at least once every six months 
or oftener for a period of five years, or 
until said fund shall have become ex- 
hausted. 

“Resolved, That such 
with the assistance of 
practical insurance men, 
mit to the next 


board of trustees, 
legal counsel and 
prepare and subh- 
session of the California 


legislature a bill, which shall provide a 
standard form of policy that must be 
adopted by all fire insurance companies 
doing business in California, which form 


shall be fair to both parties to the con- 
tract and protect the insured as well as the 
insurance company. 

“Resolved, That said board of trustees 
shall be empowered to do such other things 
as to them, from time to time, may seem 
wise and expedient in order to protect the 
interests of policyholders, including, if 
necessary, the employment of paid officials, 
experts and attorneys to conduct such legal 
matters as may be necessary to be car- 
ried on in order to secure policyholders’ in- 
terests. 

“Resolved, That said trustees shall ren- 
der a report to the subscribers of all their 
proceedings, receipts and disbursements, 
once every six months, or oftener, as may 
be determined; and finally, be it 

“Resolved, That membership in_ said 
league shall be open to all fire insurance 
policyholders who were carrying fire in- 
surance at the time of said conflagration 
or who now or may hereafter carry fire 
insurance, whether a member of the fore- 
going commercial bodies or not, and cor- 
porations or partnerships are declared to be 
persons within the meaning of this resolu- 
tion.” 

The league thus formed will be open to 
any policyholder, no matter how small his 
claim, and the system of assessment to be 
followed will give the league a_ fighting 
fund of $1,000,000. 

The work of pushing the interests of the 
league will be intrusted to the hands of 
eleven men, to be known as trustees, and 
these trustees will be chosen by the _ per- 
manent chairman, Henry Weinstock, from 
the Merchants Association, the Chamber 
of Commerce, the San Francisco Board of 
Trade, the Manufacturers and Producers 
Association and the Merchants Exchange.

AMONG FRATERNAL SOCIETIES 





National Protective Legion Seeks Order 
to Compel Commissioner O’Brien to 
Admit It to Minnesota. 





Alleging that Commissioner O’Brien of 
Minnesota has refused to issue a license 
permitting it to do business in Minnesota, 
the National Protective Legion of 
Waverly, N. Y., has applied for a writ 
of injunction against him. 

The association is a form of fraternal 
society, which under the insurance laws 
of Minnesota is not allowed to operate 
there, according to the commissioner. He 
asserts that though the association has 
136,677 members, but 74,000 are entitled 
to a death benefit, all the other members 
being insured under what are known as 
endowment policies. 

This in itself would be of no conse- 
quence if it were not for the prospectus 
of the association, which pretends to pay, 
according to Mr. O’Brien, $250 for every 
$125 paid in in five years. This in itself, 
it is held, is enough to condemn the so- 
ciety. The commissioner asserts the 
policy is not a whole life policy, which is 
the only one permitted for fraternal com- 
panies, as the beneficiary gets only $5 a 
month for the time the insured has been 
making payments. 

Two other endowment fraternal com- 
panies—the Grand Fraternity of Pennsyl- 
vania and the Modern Protective Associ- 
ation of Sayre—are awaiting the outcome 
of this action. Both of these have been 
refused licenses on the ground that they 
are not conducting a straight life insur- 
ance business. 


EXPECT MANY FAILURES 

Oakland, Cal., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Chairman Spencer of the so-called “Dol- 
lar for Dollar Committee” and general 
agent of the A£tna, says: 

“There are undoubtedly a large number 
of companies which must go to the wall 
soon. I do not want to specify nor 
would I say that all the honest and 
solvent companies are in the so-called 
‘dollar-for-dollar’ class. I do not want 
to impugn the motives of any of the 
companies who propose a compromise. 
Some of them undoubtedly cannot pay 
and are offering the best they can. I do 
say that no company has any business 
to deny liability and then offer a com- 
promise. If they owe anything they owe 
the face of the policy. If they owe less 
than that they owe nothing. Some of 
the companies are now delaying to learn 
the extent of their liability and then pay 
what they owe. Others are delaying in 
bad faith. These will have to fail and 
go out of business unless they make good 
soon.” 


THINK BALTIMORE SHOULD ACT 

New York, June 27.—(Special.)— 
Company managers are disappointed in 
the failure of Baltimore agents to ad- 
vance rates in their city, and it is under- 
stood the question of formally order- 
ing them so to do will come up at the 
Eastern Union’s meeting tomorrow. The 
Raltimore men maintain that as_ their 
city is now being rerated under the new 
schedule, it would be unfair to order an 
advance at this time. Home office men 
scout this proposition and assert that 
the city should bear its just propor- 
tion of the common loss. 


May Take Up Chicago 
New York, June 27.—(Special.)— 
Having concluded a compact arrange- 
ment for New York, plate glass insur- 
ance company officials are considering 
taking like action for Chicago.

MAKE PRO RATA CANCELLATION 








Questions Arising from Withdrawal of 
Marshall Field & Co. from Indi- 
vidual Underwriters 





The differences between John R. Wat- 
ers, attorney for the Individual and New 
York Reciprocal Underwriters in New 
York, and Arthur Hawxhurst, insurance 
manager for Marshall Field & Co, 
Chicago, has finally been settled before 
a board of arbitrators of three persons, 
viz., Louis F. Post, editor of ‘The Pub- 
lic,’ acting for Mr. Waters, James S. 
Gadsden, general agent of the A®tna 
Insurance Company, for Marshall Field 

Co., and Judge Thomas G, Windes, 
also selected by Mr. Waters, as umpire. 
Mr. Hawxhurst has been awarded all 
he asked for, viz. full pro rata return 
premiums, with interest from Nov. 13, 
1905, and Mr. Waters has settled in 
accordance with this verdict. 

Attorney Thomas Bates argued the 
legal points of the case and Mr. Hawx- 
hurst presented his side to the arbitrators 
as follows: 


Statement of the Case 

The subject before you is the proper 
basis for the cancellation of certain poli- 
cies of insurance written on the proper- 
ties of Marshall Field & Co. by other 
subscribers at what is known as In- 
dividual Underwriters and Reciprocal Un- 
derwriters, in reality two separate aggre- 
gations of individuals, firms and corpora- 
tions, associated in two separate bodies to 
grant fire indemnity under one or more 
policies separately for each body, on the 
properties of each member, both bodies be- 
ing managed by Mr. John R. Waters, resid- 
ing in New York and acting under a power 
< attorney from each subscriber or mem- 

r. 


What we seek to be decided is whether 
pro rata or short rate basis should pre- 
vail, we claiming the former and Mr. Wa- 
ters the latter. 

For your information permit me to say 
interinsurance is literally in these cases in- 
surance between two or more persons and 
both being subscribers and policyholders, 
any two of whom underwriting the third, 
and so on. Its foundation stone is mutual 
benefit and insurance, all acting together 
and yet individually, but its chief point is 
that, while acting as one body, yet all 
members are acting solely as individuals, 
and one individual cannot be holden for the 
debt of any other. In addition to this each 
individual risk is entitled to receive every 
benefit in rate, etc., that is its due; like- 
wise, it must stand for every defect in its 
physical hazard. Otherwise a favored class 
is created. 


Organization of the Underwriters 
When we became members of these un- 
derwriting bodies we were informed that 
they were strictly interinsurance concerns 
and that all subscribers were members on 


join one of four 

$1,500 and $2,000. 
r. Waters has written us only recently 
that “apparently we had overlooked one 
of the principal points in the issue between 
us, as the business carried on is solely that 
of interinsurance,” and yet again he has 
said ‘“‘Each person, firm or corporation oc- 
cupies a dual position, in the sense that it 
is not only a policyholder but also an 
underwriter.”’ 

Further to this he has written us, “This 
office naturally regrets your withdrawal, 
but this withdrawal apparently could not 
have been avoided without acceding to 
your demands that the equities of our sys- 
tem of interinsurance should be violated 
for your benefit. Such violation would be 
a thousand times more detrimental than is 
the loss of your co-operation.” 


Discrimination Is Charged 

From these statements of Mr. Waters 
you can understand that all subscribers 
must be policyholders. We are _ willing 
to concede that the very life blood of an 
interinsurance body flows through its ad- 
herence to the principles of interinsurance, 
especially so when becoming members, yet, 
under our questioning in the past, Mr. Wa- 
ters has acknowledged “not all subscribers 
are policyholders all the time!’”” And yet 
again, if you will analyze the bulletins 
published by him in November (the last 
ones we have received) we believe it will 
be found that there are many subscribers 
who are not policyholders and who are 
members for underwriting profit for their 
side only. This destroys at once the re- 
ciprocal features of these bodies, which 
he has claimed to us exist, for these under- 
writers furnish no business on which other 
underwriters can likewise profit, and are, 
consequently, a favored class in concerns 
that are sui to have no member en- 
joying a benefit over another. We _ be- 
lieve this also exists in the bodies which 
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he claims write only sprinkled risks, as 
there are subscribers therein who have nv 
sprinkled properties, and we are informed 
upon excellent authority that he has also 
granted rebates and pro rata cancellations 
to others, which he denied to us. These 
are all violations of the attorneyship agree- 
ment, and yet Mr. Waters has been pleased 
to publish in the public press that we 
sought favors from him not enjoyed by 
other subscribers, the granting of which 
would be disorderly and unjust and lead 
to his impeachment. 


Short Rate or Pro Rata? 


In the present case he claims that the 
policies held by us are to be canceled 
short rate, because we canceled the poli- 
cies we granted to others, notwithstanding 
that the latter were canceled pro rata. 

His contention being “that by withdraw- 
ing as subscribers we did the equivalent 
of ordering the cancellation of such poli- 
cies,’”’ for these bodies being interinsurers, 
the cancellation of one side carries with 
it, he claims, the cancellation of the other, 
although he admits at the same time that 
the powers of attorney contain no such 
proviso. 

Allowing for argument sake only his con- 
tention to be true, but acknowledging these 
concerns supposedly exist entirely for mu- 
tual benefit, and as the policies granted 

y us were canceled pro rata, is it not 
but simple justice, to say the least, that 
those granted to us should be canceled on 
the same basis? 

The facts are, there is absolutely nothing 
in the agreements from which Mr. Waters’ 
contention can be substantiated, and the 
policies themselves say, when the sub- 
scriber (or company) cancels it shall be 
done on five days’ notice and at pro rata 
rate, and it is admitted by Mr. Waters this 
proviso is in full force and effect in this 


se. 
Cancellation Provisions Quoted 

Lines 61-55 of the standard form of pol- 
icy used by Mr. Waters say: “This policy 
shall be canceled at any time at the re- 
quest of the insured, or by the company, 
by giving five days’ notice of such can- 
cellation. If this policy shall be canceled 
as hereinbefore provided, or become void 
or cease, the premium having been actu- 
ally paid, the unearned portion shall be 
returned on surrender of this policy or 
last renewal, this company retaining the 
customary short rate; except that when 
this policy is canceled by this company by 
giving notice, it shall retain only the pro 
rata premium.” 

If it had been our intention to cancel the 
policies in question, we would have for- 
warded them with our letter of Nov. 11, 
but we did not do so, nor did we in any 
wise surrender them. As a matter of 
fact we said nothing about canceling them, 
as we were willing to retain them to ex- 
piration; but as Mr. Waters’ telegram in- 
cluded their cancellation, it was compulsory 
upon us to recognize it and to return the 
policies after we “were in receipt of their 
proper value, which would be the pro rata 
of the unearned premium for the unexpired 
time, and which we have not as yet re- 
ceived. 

Waters Ordered Cancellation 

In the agreement creating this board of 
arbitration Mr. Waters acknowledges that 
he caused the policies on both sides to be 
canceled. His telegram of Nov. 13 clearly 
shows that he took the initiative, for it 
says: “Letter llth received instruc- 
tions therein will be obeyed and made ef- 
fective to-day at noon, including cancella- 
tions of policies carried by yourselves at 
I. U. and R. U. at short rates. Certified 
checks for unearned premium mailed to- 


This long telegram was unnecessary, as 
Mr. Waters had two weeks m one case 
and four in the other to close our accounts, 
but giving him credit for a more than 
prompt response, still the second clause of 
his despatch was unnecessary, if, as he 
says, the cancellation of one side also can- 
celed both. We feel that Mr. Waters 
realized at that time that such was not 
the case, particularly so as our letter is 
perfectly clear and makes no mention of 
canceling the liabilities assumed by other 
subscribers, but solely those assumed by or 
for us. The two subscribership agree- 
ments, and we mentioned them in our 
letter of Nov. 11 “as our respective ac- 
counts,”’ speak only of cancellation in ref- 
erence to the powers of attorney and lia- 
bilities assumed for its grantors, such as 
the indemnity written on other subscrib- 
ers’ property, and such other liabilities as- 
sumed for the grantors as is not covered 
under the 15 percent commission payment 
to the attorney; for example, fire patrol 
expenses, taxes, lawyers’ fees, court costs 
and the like, if any, all of which, like the 
expenses of this arbitration, are paid for 
by the subscribers and not by the attorney. 


May Have Been Misunderstanding 

Leaving for a moment Mr. Waters’ pres- 
ent contention that the canceling of one 
set of policies carries with it the cancella- 
tion of the other, let us assume that he 
took a wrong impression from our letter 
of Nov. 11 and thought we meant to can- 
cel “both sides,’”’ as he has stated. 

When his first telegram was received we 
immediately wired him that: we accepted 


his cancellation of other subscribers’ cover-. 


ings on our risks, but that we insisted 
upon pro rata return of premium under 
terms of policy, and later again wired him 
that we did not cancel the writings of 
others on us and that he perverted the 
meaning of our letter, and later still we

RECEIVER FOR THE SECURITY 


George R. Willis of Baltimore has 
been appointed receiver for the Security 
Fire of that city which got a death blow 
at San Francisco and reinsured in the 
New Jersey Fire. The petition pointed 
out that although there is a clause in 
the contracts of the company exempting 
it from the payment of loss caused by fire 
resulting from earthquakes, the determin- 
ation of the liability of the company in 
these cases would, nevertheless, be a 
matter of great difficulty. 

In conclusion the petition declares that 
should the company be proved to be re- 
sponsible for one-half of the losses sus- 
tained by it in San Francisco it would 
be hopelessly insolvent. It states that 
the company’s present assets are jeopard- 
ized by threatened suits and that it is 
unable to pay its debts in-the regular 
course of business, and that its affairs 
should be wound up, to which end the 
appointment of a receiver was asked. 





QUEEN CITY’S POLICY 

P. F. Sherman, president of the Queen 
City Fire, who was in Chicago last week, 
states that his company is paying its San 
Francisco losses for the full amount as 
adjusted. The company hoped for some 
time that the companies could agree upon 
a satisfactory basis of settlement, but, as 
they were so long in getting together, the 
Queen City commenced adjusting inde- 
pendently. 

Prominent stockholders have already 
advanced $170,000 to the company in the 
form of loans to the surplus account, sub- 
ject to the company’s liability to its 
policyholders. The company is to repay 
these loahs with interest when it is able 
and ready, but should misfortune make 
the repayment impossible the lenders and 
not the policyholders stand to lose. 


H. T. LAMEY’S SIDE LIGHTS 

H. T. Lamey of Denver, Colo., man- 
ager of the western department of the 
Western and British America, is just 
issuing a new book, which is entitled 
“Side Lights,” handsomely bound in 
cloth and gold. Mr. Lamey spent seven 
weeks in San Francisco after the fire and 
the book deals with the complications 
resulting from the earthquake in that 
city. It is a story of an employe of a 
general insurance office of San Francisco. 
It is a good statement of the conditions 
existing there with particular reference 
to the adjustment problems. Mr. Lamey 
has a pleasing style and has already 
published a humorous book on fire in- 
surance, carrying with it many stories 
that can be seriously applied.

Action of New Jersey Fire 


The New Jersey Fire which recently 
reinsured the outstanding business of the 
Security Fire of Baltimore, now an- 
nounces that it will cancel all policies of 
the Security Fire that were in effect 
June 11, pro rata and rewrite, provided 
that the new policy shall be written for 
a period of not less than one year and 
at the increased rate where the increased 
rate applies. The New Jersey also states 
that the new policies must be paid for 
in cash on delivery, taking this course to 
prevent brokers or assured from return- 
ing New Jersey policies in thirty or sixty 
days as not wanted, thereby securing 
pro rata cancellations of the Security of 
Baltimore’s policies and thirty or sixty

Pettibone Gets Liberty Mutual 

W.L. Pettibone of New York has been 
appointed general agent of the Liberty 
Mutual of Philadelphia for surplus lines 
throughout the country. It has a special 


guaranty fund of $50,000 and issues a 
cash nonassessable policy.

ALLIANCE, Pa.—Our policyholders will 
have fair treatment and honorable settle- 
ment of their claims. 

American, N. J.—The American of 
Newark has instructed its adjusters to 
pay promptly all legitimate fire losses 
without discount or compromise. 

AGRICULTURAL — Adjusting office is 
promptly opened. We have paid adjusted 
claims to general satisfaction, and will 
continue to do so. 

AMERICAN CeNTRAL—The American 
Central is not guilty. If the people of 
San Francisco will treat this company as 
fairly as we are treating them, they will 
have no cause for complaint. Our coast 
office, temporarily at Oakland, is adjust- 
ing our losses as rapidly as possible. We 
have paid San Francisco sufferers nearly 
$400,000 to date. 

* * 

Austin—Our adjusters, who are on 
the ground, will settle our losses in San 
Francisco,. just as they have elsewhere, 
using business methods, and will settle 
according to the terms and conditions of 
the policy contract, according fair treat- 
ment to all. 

AretnA—We respectfully refer you to 
Boardman & Spencer, who have entire 
charge of the course of the A®tna. 

CALEDONIAN - AMERICAN — We _ desire 
only to act fairly, but the magnitude of 
the disaster and mixed causes demand 
care in adjusting claims, in justice to 
claimants as well as other policyholders 
throughout the United States and the 
company itself. Vice-president Richard 
C. Christopher is attending personally to 
the company’s affairs and has extended 
time to serve proofs of loss.

Connecticut—The Connecticut at the 
outset instructed its Pacific coast mana- 
ger and adjuster to adjust all San Fran- 
cisco fire losses in accordance with the 
terms of its policies as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Our wish is to pay in full all legiti- 
mate claims. We ask for no time al- 
lowance and we deprecate delays in set- 
tlement. We shall interpose no technical 
obstacles to equitable adjustments and 
shall take no advantage of the misfor- 
tunes of individual policyholders to force 
them to unfair settlements. The reputa- 
tion of this company throughout the 
country is too valuable an asset to be 
jeopardized by any other course. We are 
reluctant to believe that other insurance 
companies who, like us, are able to meet 
in full their contracts obligations, will 
fail to treat fairly all claims which are 
fairly made. The character of the ca- 
tastrophe has, unfortunately, involved 
questions as to liability under many poli- 
cies, and as to the extent of liability un- 
der many others. The destruction by 
earthquake is likely, in many cases, to be 
minimized for the purpose of exaggera- 
ting fire losses. The obliteration of evi- 
dence is liable to develop excessive and 
even fraudulent claims. In the adjust- 
ment of losses there may be more oppor- 
tunity for illegal collections from insur- 
ance companies than improper withhold- 
ings from the insured. A disposition to 
recognize the difficulties confronting the 
companies and to assist in determining 
the complicated questions of fact and 
law, in place of the present spirit of hos- 
tility and denunciation, which appears to 
exist, would, in our opinion, hasten and

“The committee on judiciary is of 
unanimous opinion that Congress is with- 
out authority under the constitution to 
supervise and regulate the business of 
marine, fire and life insurance, except 
in the District of Columbia, the terri- 
tories and the insular possessions of the 
United States.”

New Jersey. 

yovernor Pardee of California has re- 
ceived a telegram from Riley Atkinson, 
secretary of the .soise City Commercial 
Club, to the effect that his organization 
has pledged itself to the expulsion from 
Idaho of all fire insurance companies which 
refuse to pay San Francisco losses in full. 
He asks for a list of all “seventy-five 
cent’? companies. 

As the Baloise Insurance Company_ of 
Switzerland desires to take down its New 
York deposit of $200,000, the question has 
been taken before the supreme court as 
to whether the Philippines are part of the 
United States, within the meaning of the 
insurance law of New York, which re- 
quires foreign companies to make a deposit 
for the protection of its policyholders in 
the United States. The company still 
operates in the Philippines. 

At the session of the Washington Bank- 
ers’ Association at Tacoma a committee 
was appointed to confer with the state in- 
surance commissioner and compile a list 
of companies that cannot meet obligations 
‘esulting from the San Francisco disaster 
and a list of those companies that seek 
to evade payment of losses. These lists 
will be iurnished to every banker in the 


state. J. H. Albers, president of the Na- 
tional Capital Bank of Salem, Ore., stated 
that the Oregon Bankers’ Association 


would take similar action.

AS VIEWED FROM GHIGAGO, 


CHICAGO EXPENSE QUESTION 

The Chicago agents are meeting the 
proposition of the Large Cities Associa- 
tion to reduce expenses in that city with 
considerable opposition. The agents do 
not object to a reduction in expenses, but 
they protest against the feature allowing 
15 percent commission on _ ordinary 
classes and 10 percent brokerage. The 
agents take the ground that the expense 
of conducting an agency in Chicago is at 
least 5 percent and in some cases 6 per- 
cent. This would mean that the 5 per- 
cent margin on 15 percent business and 
perhaps more would go for expenses. 
The agents believe that on every class 
they should have a 10 percent overriding 
commission. 

It is said that the union companies as a 
body are pledged to the new arrange- 
ment provided that enough nonunion 
companies can be secured to make the 90 
percent of the premium received in the 
city. However, some union companies 
claim they are not bound to this, but 
the local agents expect enough of the 
nonunion companies to refuse to sign it 
so that the agreement will not go into 
effect.

The Chicago local manager of one of 
the companies has sent the following to 
this paper as giving the side of the 
salaried local office: 

Chicago, June 26.—(To the Editor.)— 
The discussion which has thus far been 
indulged in with reference to the large 
cities’ expense question, at least so far 
as it pertains to Chicago, has been con- 
fined to the commission agent, and it 
might not be out of place to hear some- 
thing from the other side. It is fair to 
presume that unless the establishment 
and maintenance of a local office were 
profitable to the company there would be 
no such thing, and when it is considered 
that 40 percent of the premiums in Chi- 
cago are written by the companies that 
have such offices, and the five leaders in 
the country are so represented, it would 
seem that there might be food for re- 
flection on the part of those still paying 
commission for their business. 

This entire question is governed more 
or less by a point of view, and naturally 
the interviews that have emanated from 
the “Broker Agent” are biased in just 
the proportion that a reduction in com- 
pensation would have on his _ pocket. 
From the standpoint of a company rep- 
resentative, the “Broker Agent” is more 
of a menace to the local business than a 
city manager, for it is easily demon- 
strable, in fact is demonstrated whenever 
a fire of any consequence occurs, that the 
agent is more solicitous that his customer 
shall receive more than he is entitled to 
than that his company shall pay no more 
than it legitimately owes, which is largely 
due to the fact that local agents are per- 
mitted to settle (not adjust) their own 
losses. The exorbitant commissions paid 
agents permit them to rebate to the as- 
sured and practice all the other arts with 
which the local man is familiar. 

* * * 

It is a well-known fact on La Salle 
street that no company office controls 
large lines to any extent or places as 
much business as he receives from his 
neighbors, and when you also consider 
the statement which is freely made that 
few, if any, large insurers do not re- 
ceive some “rake off” on their insurance 
bills, the fact is apparent that the com- 
pany office is not the evil in the business 
which our friends on commission would 
have us believe. It is not the city man- 
ager, it is not the broker or solicitor, but 
it is the “Broker Agent” who is respon- 
sible for the objectionable things that 
now permeate the business. 

In a recent article on this subject the 
reader was permitted to infer that the 
man on commission is strictly fair, while 
the one on salary is decidedly the re- 
verse, but by just what process of reason- 
ing this conclusion is reached does not 
appear. The statement has been made 
that the senior member of one of the 





large agency firms drew as his share of 
the 1905 profits over $50,000, and he has 
several partners. Another firm in 1904 
divided $100,000 between them. The 
salary paid a city manager is rarely over 
$5,000, while the largest salary paid a 
company president is said to be $30,000 
per year. 

Many of the evils now complained of 
could be remedied by transferring the 
control of the Chicago Board of Under- 
writers from the “Broker Agents” to the 
companies, and this is especially true of 
the expense question which might readily 
be reached through local organization 
were the voting power not delegated to 
the very individuals affected, and who 
naturally will not take any steps in the 
direction of a reduced income or a dis- 
turbance of brokerage relations of long 
standing which have enabled them to en- 
joy their handsome emoluments. 

The writer ventures the prediction that 
no change will be made in the present 
methods of agency compensation in Chi- 
cago, and is almost ready to go a step 
further and say that nothing of conse- 
quence will be done with rates notwith- 
standing the many unprofitable classes 
there are in the city.

AFFAIRS OF THE TRADERS 

Chicago attorneys have been retained 
by the Traders Policyholders Association 
of San Francisco to look after the in- 
terests of its members in that city. The 
association’s attorney from San Fran- 
cisco, W. H. Metson, is expected in Chi- 
cago within a few days, when the law- 
yers will lay out a course of action to be 
followed in the effort to get payment in 
full of San Francisco losses. The attor- 
neys will try to set aside the decree of 
a Chicago court dissolving the corpora- 
tion. 

It looks as if Oregon policyholders of 
the Traders would get their full return 
premiums. The company had a special 
deposit of $50,000 in United States bonds 
in that state, and the circuit court has ap- 
pointed A. H. Birrell receiver for Ore- 
gon. He will take charge of the deposit. 
It is estimated that the unearned pre- 
miums in Oregon will amount -to between 
$20,000 and $30,000, so Mr. Birrell ex- 
pects to be able to turn over about $20,- 
ooo to Byron L. Smith, the general re- 
ceiver when he has closed up the Oregon 
business. So far as reported only one 
loss on a Traders policy occurred in Ore- 
gon between the appointment of the gen- 
eral receiver and the appointment of the 
Oregon receiver. It was for only about 
$40 and it is said it will be adjusted and 
paid by the Oregon receiver, without a 
contest over the question as to whether 
the appointment of the general receiver 
automatically canceled all policies then 
in force.

WATCHING THE NEW SCHEME 


Nonunion Rating Plan in Indiana Is Re- 
ceiving Much Attention from 
the Field Men.

Milwaukee Board’s Resolution

last week the following by-law was dis- 
cussed but could not be adopted, as the 
required number of votes were not rep- 
resented.

In case of the failure or pending failure 
of any fire insurance company having out- 
standing policies issued by members of 
this board it shall be considered a violation 
of the by-laws for any agent or solicitor 
having policies in that company to pay 
over or to allow credit for (either directly 
or indirectly) any amount of return pre- 
mium other than such sum as may be 
actually obtained from said company, its 
successor or assigns. 

Any agent or solicitor found guilty of 
violating this amendment to the by-laws 
shall be fined $100 for each and every of- 
fense, each policy so treated being consid- 
ered as a separate offense. 

This amendment to the by-laws to take 
effect from the day and hour of its pas- 
sage.

RATE SITUATION REMAINS BAD 








In Western Territory Some Companies Are 
Permitting Disregard of Tariffs 
as In the Past 





One of the surprises in the fire insur- 
ance business in the west is the rate situ- 
ation at the present time following the 
San Francisco disaster. It was generally 
predicted that all companies would stiffen 
up immediately on rates and that de- 
moralization prevailing in a number of 
states would cease. Reports from such 
states as Iowa, Missouri, Kansas and Ne- 
braska show that the unatisfactory rate 
conditions prevail almost the same as 
ever. Rates are still being cut, not only 
on preferred business, but more hazard- 
ous classes as well, even in the face of 
the attempt of the governing committee 
of the union to increase rates on different 
classes. 

The rate situation is accounted for by 
the fact that companies are now pushing 
hard for business in order to get a larger 
income to assist in replenishing depleted 
surpluses. Again it is claimed that some 
of the companies not affected by San 
Francisco are refusing to do anything 
toward securing the tariff. Altogether 
the rate situation in the far west is de- 
plorable. Iowa leads all others in bad 
conditions.

wrote him, making the matter perfectly 
clear. 

If his desire was to treat us with equity, 
as he says, he had the opportunity to do 
so by correcting the amount of the check 
sent us; but instead of doing so he wrote 
us—first quoting our telegram where we 
said ‘“‘You pervert letter,” ete.: “The con- 
tents thereof have no influence in chang- 
ing the position which this office has taken 
in respect of the closing out of your ac- 
counts in your capacity as policyholder,” 
etc. 

Marshall Field & Co. Decide to Fight 


From this we realized it was not Mr. 
Waters’ intention to settle with us accord- 
ing to the contracts, but from his own 
personal view or that of his office. Not 
being willing to submit to this, the matter 
was placed in the hands of our law depart-

ment, with instructions to bring suit for 
money due us, and Mr. Waters was so 
notified. 


He suggested arbitration, remarking: 
“This course would save you the trouble 
and expense of bringing numerous actions 
against the various underwriters for very 
small amounts,” and as it was notice to 
us that, in a difference with the attorney, 
a subscriber had to be put to the annoy- 
ance and expense of bringing about 500 
suits all over the United States, we as- 
sented, after a lapse of nearly seven 
months. 

The matter is now up to your honorable 
body for settlement, and we ask that un- 
der the contracts and the terms of the 
policies, and in all fair justice, that we re- 
ceive from you an award that will return 
us the unearned portion of our money due 
us under the policies in dispute, on a pro 
rata basis, and with due promptness and 
amounting to the sum of $6,115, together 
with a fair rate of interest. 


Interinsurance Misunderstood 

Mr. Hawxhurst has written the fol- 
lowing comments on interinsurance: 

“It might be said further that it is 
not to’ be supposed that all subscribers 
in interinsurance concerns are fully ap- 
prised of the clause in the agreement 
regarding suits, and as Mr. Waters can 
underwrite in his own office on a single 
risk nearly $1,000,000 under its condi- 
tions, it should be well understood. The 
writer shudders to think of the trouble 
an assured could be put to if he had 
policies for this or a less amount under 
which a loss occurred and a difference 
arose with the attorney as to its proper 
settlement, especially so as _ interinsur- 
ance bodies are not now amenable to any 
governmental supervision, and although 
Mr. Waters has written, ‘that we do not 
need any,’ still the writer cannot har- 
monize this view with his recent ex- 
perience. 

“Doing business as at present, and 
under practically no law, and the agree- 
ment merely stating that ‘in case suit is 
bright, the attorney shall have power to 
settle,’ leaving it for him to do so or 
not, as he may see fit—is no guaranty 
of justice. 

May Corporations Be Interinsurers? 

“Another feature about the agreement 
that might prove most expensive and 
work much hardship to those having just 
claims is, the guaranty that each sub- 
scriber is bound for ten times his de- 
posit. In the first place, it should not 
be for over five times, as that is suffi- 
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cient, except for benefit of those located 
in the congested dry goods district of 
New York, for that is where a very 
large membership is located; but suppose 
in a conflagration like that at San Fran- 
cisco, this guaranty is called for and 
payment refused. As already suggested 
to us by Mr. Waters, actions to collect 
would have to be commenced against the 
various underwriters, wherever they 
might dwell, and all can realize what 
that could mean. Further, the writer be- 
lieves it would then be found that a suit 
could not be maintained against the sub- 
scribers who were incorporated compa- 
nies, as their charters in all probability 
do not permit them to engage in the 
business of insurance or the granting 
of indemnity, and that they were ille- 
gally engaged in it; consequently, had 
no standing, nor would others have in 
court against them, and if Mr. Waters 
should at the same time take the stand 
that he has with us and reply to their 
letters, ‘the contents thereof have no in- 
fluence in changing the position which 
this office has taken,’ a claimant would 
be placed in a most unfortunate position 
not contemplated when entering the 
membership. 
Should Be Under State Supervision 

“To correct these defects, the legis- 
lature should in the first place enact such 
laws as will bring all indemnifying or 
insurance concerns, be they of what na- 
ture you wish to call them, under the 
jurisdiction of the proper insurance offi- 
cials, like the regular companies are com- 
pelled to submit to. These bodies would 
then be obligated to comply with all 
conditions that come to the insurance 
business, and they should be, for that is 
the business they are engaged in, and 
claimants might then have some assur- 
ance of protection from the arbitrary or 
unfair action of any one or more persons 
in a different state. Such a law known 
as House bill No. 95 was introduced in 
the Illinois legislature at its last session 
and Mr. Waters asked us to use our 
influence against it, but we wrote him 
it was a measure in the right direction. 

Suggests Changes In Agreement 

“Then, the power of attorney agree- 
ment should be amended so that only 
individuals and firms could be under- 
writers. The clause referring to suits 
should also be changed, so that the re- 
sult of any one action brought against 
the attorney or any one of the under- 
writers would bind all the underwriters 
as to the amount of payment, and also 
bind the attorney to settle. 

“Instead of the present advisory com- 
mittee a board consisting of nine mem- 
bers—three from the east, three from the 
west, and three from other sections— 
should be established, so that all dif- 
ferences between subscribers and the at- 
torney could be brought before it with- 
out bias or reserve, and they also to per- 
form such other duties as now fall to 
the present committee. By this change 
the rights of all other members could 
not be prejudiced when the rates, for 
instance, on risks of New York sub- 
scribers were increased, and such mem- 
bers happened to be on the advisory 
committee. 

“Then, again, it would be well that 
each year a different firm of public ac- 
countants be selected by the same board 
to examine the books. 

Admits Value of Interinsurance 

“If these changes were made, and the 
principles of interinsurance and reciproc- 
ity strictly maintained, and if every risk 
written were kept at all times on its 
own standard of equality and average 
rate, interinsurance indemnity might then 
be considered of high value in the mer- 
cantile world for those wishing to en- 
gage in it. 

“As the large business interests of the 
country are vitally interested in inter- 
insurance indemnity, which is enlarging 


continuously, it is but right for this in- 


terest that it be surrounded with all 
possible safeguard; consequently, the 
writer submits the results of this present 
trial and of his investigations and study.

THE POINT OF VIEW 

Tne Wisconsin legislative investigat- 
ing committee has now inquired care- 
fully into the workings of the two lead- 
ing western life insurance companies, the 
NorTHWESTERN Mutua and the UNION 
CentRAL. Here are two companies hav- 
ing many points of resemblance. Both 
invest much of their money in real es- 
tate mortgages and are free from taint 
of “frenzied finance” methods. Both have 
paid their agents small commissions and 
their policyholders large dividends. The 
one is mutual, but has been controlled 
as firmly by a little coterie of officers 
as has the other by the half dozen fam- 
ilies that own most of its stock. Both 
companies on the whole have been hon- 
estly managed. Most that may be crit- 
icised in the conduct of either company 
has arisen from the point of view taken 
by its officers. They were looking out 
for what they regarded as the best in- 
terests of the company, but the company, 
in their eyes, was the persistent policy- 
holders who needed no accommodations 
and who continued to be desirable policy- 
holders from a medical standpoint. 

It is difficult to find the line of exact 
justice to all policyholders, but from the 
sentiments expressed by the officers of 
these companies it is likely that they 
will come nearer finding it in the future 
than they have in the past.

Wiites on a Matter 
of Personal Privilege 


(By Mites M. Dawson, F. A. 8., F. I. A.) 

THE WeEsTERN UNDERWRITER kindly 
gives me the use of its columns to ad- 
dress the life insurance agents among its 
readers on a matter of personal privilege. 

Some use has been made—and more 
use is likely to be made—against myself, 
of the puerile and unworthy action of 
the executive committee of the National 
Association of Life Underwriters, in dis- 
approving my reappointment, for the 
fourth term, I think, as chairman of the 
judges of prize essays. The work has 
been done by me in the past without the 
expectation of thanks for it; and I am 
content to be dismissed with a kick if 
they are satisfied with their behavior. 
Nor should the matter be referred to, 
here, were it not that reasons are being 
alleged for the action which I cannot 
permit to go unchallenged. 

* * * 


The reasons given are, according to 
various communications addressed to the 
chairman of the committee which had 
selected me, that I asserted that the exe- 
cutive committee was conspiring “against 
the policyholders,” as one put it. 

The facts are as follows: The execu- 
tive committee sent out a most disin- 
genuous letter, calling upon agents every- 
where to support the alleged “model bill” 
before Congress, for the regulation of in- 
surance in the District of Columbia, and 
in this letter made it plain that this bill 
which, it affirmed, had been drawn with 
what “seems to be due deliberation,” was 
to be put forward by the executive com- 
mittee to discredit and destroy, if pos- 
sible, much that is most important in the 
newly enacted laws of New York. 

I charged this committee, before the 
judiciary committee of the House of 
Representatives, with disingenuously con- 
spiring to make of Congress a catspaw to 
destroy the results of the labors of the 
Armstrong committee by indirection, 
through causing a weak, flabby imitation 
to be enacted as a “model bill;”’ and I 
urged upon the judiciary committee the 
necessity for labors on their part, at least 
as thorough, judicial and prolonged as 
those of the Armstrong committee and 
its counsel—who were not aiming at a 
“model bill,’ but merely at laws needed 
to obviate certain evils—if they were to 
attempt to fulfill the president’s admoni- 
tion to frame a “model bill.” ’ 

* * * 


The judiciary committee has postponed 
action until September, a resolution is 
before the house to authorize and re- 
quest it to make the necessary investiga- 
tion into what is necessary and the 
danger of hasty, ill-advised and dangerous 
action has passed. For this I do not 
claim more credit than many others 
might with doubtless greater reason as- 
sert. 

The gentlemen of the executive com- 
mittee will not deny, but instead will at- 
tempt to justify to you, their effort to 
forward a feeble substitute for the virile 
legislation secured by the Armstrong 
committee, under the misleading pretense 
that it was President Roosevelt’s “model 
bill.” In his message the president ex- 
pressly disaffirmed this and stated his in- 
ability to judge; and he merely urged 
Congress to draw and to pass what would 
be a “model bill.” It seems, therefore, 
that the members of the executive com- 
mittee are merely over-sensitive about 
the word “conspiring,” which only fairly 
describes what they really did. And it 
also seems that the sole offense I have 
been guilty of is to have charged them 
with an offense. 

*x* * * 

The reforms which the new legislation 
of New York seeks to bring about have 
been dearly bought. They have cost the 
blameless members of the family of more 
than one man of high standing humilia- 
tion such as can scarcely be conceived of. 
They cost the very life of John A. Mc- 
Call, one of the most noble and lovable

INVESTIGATION NOW ON 


Commission Probes Three Companies and 
Finds One of Them Gives Very 
Liberal Compensation 





The Iowa investigation is now iairly 
under way and during the past week pub- 
lic hearings were held for the examina- 
tion of three companies, the Equitable of 
Iowa, Central and American, the joint 
stock companies being first on the ist. 
With the exception that the commissions 
paid by the American were considered 
too high, no particular irregularities were 
uncovered in the cross examination. 
Among those who took the stand were 
Secretary J. C. Cummins of the Equit- 
able, President George B. Peak of the 
Central, and Auditor A. D. Hineman and 
Vice-president W. B. Haines of the 
American. 

Senator F. M. Molsberry, who insti- 
gated the probe, was invited by the com- 
mission to appear on the stand, but it is 
now considered unlikely that he will ac- 
cept. 

The questions put to the insurance of- 
ficials related in the main to the amount 
of commissions paid to agents and to the 
annual and deferred dividend systems. 
President Peak testified that since the last 
session of the legislature there had been 
an increase in the demand for annual dis- 
tribution policies in Iowa, but that the 
proportion of this class of business in the 
$10,000,000 the Central has in force is 
very small. American officials said that 
go percent of their business is on the de- 
ferred dividend plan. J. C. Griffith of 
the American declared that if a law were 
passed requiring all policies to be writ- 
ten on the annual distribution plan it 
would mean the ruination of the small 
companies. It would be impossible, he 
admitted, for the small companies to 
make progress, “because the old compa- 
nies have so large an expense income that 
they can make dividends that would drive 
the little companies out of the business.” 

Mr. Hineman said the antirebate laws 
were harder for the home companies than 
for the eastern concerns. It was brought 
out that the American pays first com- 
missions of from 50 to 90 percent, the 
maximum figure being paid on about one- 
eighth of the business. The renewals of 
74 percent are to run for periods of five, 
ten, fifteen and nineteen years. The nine- 
teen-year renewals apply on 25 percent 
of the business, according to the testi- 
mony. Vice-president Haines justified 
the high commissions on the ground that 
it was necessary to pay them in competi- 
tion with the big companies. 

Mr. Peak testified that the Central paid 
75 percent for new business, with 7% per- 
cent as the maximum renewal commis- 
sion. 

Non-Iowa companies doing business in 
that state will not be touched by the in- 
vestigation. Wide powers were con- 
ferred on the commission, but it was 
armed with but a small appropriation and 
the time is short. Consequently, the 
scope of the inquiry will be much nar- 
rower than the bill creating the commis- 
sion authorized. It is expected that the 
commission will have time to look into 
the Iowa fraternals and to study some 
aspects of the fire insurance business. 


On Tuesday the investigating commit- 
tee of Wisconsin resumed its work by 
asking Northwestern Mutual officials 
concerning private loans and expenses in 
entertaining agents. Actuary Crawford 
was on the stand to testify as to fac- 
tors in producing dividends. The inquisi- 
tors endeavored to show that policyhold- 
ers did not get all that was due them. 
Mr. Crawford said that actual conditions 
could not be used in calculating divi- 
dends, as they are not known at the time, 
but he stated that as near equity as pos- 
sible was reached. 

The Wisconsin investigating committee 
has turned over to Governor Davidson 
the correspondence between it and the 
Michigan Mutual Life, in which the offi- 
cers asked to be excused from going to 





Milwaukee to be examined, for such ac- 
tion as he may deem best. The Ohio 
legislative committee has secured a copy 
of the testimony of General Agent Mar- 
shutz of the Michigan Mutual. 

Mr. Marshutz has denied that the offi- 
cials of the company have refused posi- 
tively to come to Milwaukee to be ex- 
amined under oath by the legislative in- 
vestigating committee. 

“The report is not true and-nothing I 
said on the stand could be construed as 
indicating that they would not come,” 
said Mr. Marshutz. “President Looker 
prefers that the examination be held in 
‘Detroit, where the books and data are 
at hand for reference, and he believes 
that it is easier for a half dozen Wiscon- 
sin legislators to go to Detroit than it 
is for all the persons wanted to come here 
and bring a lot of books and baggage. 
He also understands that the Michigan 
insurance department is about to begin 
a full investigation of the company, and 
he thinks that one investigation is 
enough for two states. He asked to be 
excused from coming to Milwaukee, but 
he never said that he would not come, 
nor that he would not direct his subor- 
dinates to come if wanted.” 

Officers of a number of Wisconsin 
fraternals have been seeking advice from 
the legislative committee and have been 
urging that they be examined in order 
to bring out what may be weak points 
in their organizations and lead to recom- 
mendations for changes in the law 
which will place them on a stable basis. 





OHIO STATE LIFE NOW READY 





Company Has Funds Ready for Deposit 
and Attractive Line of Policies Has 
Been Prepared 





The Ohio State Life of Columbus will 
be ready for business within a day or two 
All the policy forms have been completed 


and were submitted to Superintendent 
Vorys for approval before they were 
offered the public. The securities re- 


quired are all ready to deposit and all 
other details have been worked out. 
Non-participating, common dividend 


and preferred dividend policies on the 
whole life, limited payment and_ en- 
dowment plans will be issued. On all 


preferred dividend policies, the dividends 
will be used to purchase paid-up insur- 
ance each year and the amount on each 
$1,000 will never be less than $10. This 
dividend is to be set apart before the 
stock dividend is declared. 

On all policies extended insurance will 
be granted from the first year; paid-up 
insurance from the second and loan 
values from the third. These figures will 
all appear as a part of the policy con- 
tract. No cash value is given, but it 
would be the same as the loan_ value. 
Lunirty days’ grace will be allowed in the 
payment of premium, but if it is not 
paid at the end of that time, it will be 
considered as a loan on the policy until 
the loan value is exhausted, interest 
being charged at the rate of 5 per cent. 

The following points regarding the 
various policy contracts taken at age 35, 
will be interesting: 

Non-participating whole life—premium, 
$22.13; guaranteed cash value in twenty 
years, $290, or $481 paid-up insurance. 

Non-participating twenty-payment life—

Common dividend whole 
$22.89; cash value in twenty 
or paid-up insurance, $496. 

Common dividend twenty-payment life— 
Premium, $30.94; cash value in twenty 
years, $566, or paid-up policy. 

Common dividend twenty-year endow- 
ment—Premium, $44.62. 

Preferred dividend whole life—Premium, 
$27.69; cash value in twenty years, $133, in 
addition to the guaranteed reserve, $303.

CLARK LIKELY TO BE THE HEAD 





Union Central Directors Practically Agree 
Upon President Pattison’s Successor— 
Some Changes Are Likely. 





Changes in the Union Central Life, 
consequent upon the death of President 
Pattison, will probably be made at the 
regular meeting of the board of directors 
on Saturday of this week. At an in- 
formal meeting held on Monday, it was 
practically decided to promote Treasurer 
Jesse R. Clark to the presidency. 

Aside from Mr. Clark two other presi- 
dential possibilities have been carefully 
considered—Secretary and Actuary E. P. 
Marshall, the life long friend of Presi- 
dent Pattison, who would probably come 
nearest to carrying out his ideas, and 
Clifford B. Wright, a stockholder and 
member of the executive committee. 

President Pattison so thoroughly ful- 
filled the duties of executive head of the 
company and was in such close touch 
with each department that it will be very 
difficult for anyone to take his place. 
His special care was the agency depart- 
ment, the work of which he divided with 
Superintendent Allan Waters. Secretary 
Marshall on his part gave particular at- 
tention to the work of the acturial depart- 
ment in collaboration with Actuary E. E. 
Hardcastle. Treasurer Clark’s efficient 
handling of the loan department has been 
a great factor in the success of the com- 
pany. 

The fact is that the Union Central has 
now become so large that it can no longer 
be run as a “one man” company, and a 
more definite systematizing of the work 

will probably be found necessary. It is 
possible that there will be committees on 
each important branch of the work to 
operate in conjunction with the officers. 

The Wisconsin investigation, while 
generally creditable to the management 
in its findings, still brought to light sev- 
eral important features of the company’s 
system which it will be advisable to 
change. The problem of determining the 
function of the $100,000 stock in the com- 
pany is also yet to be worked out. This 
matter will probably be the subject of 
legislation at the next session of the 
Ohio legislature. The general insurance 
sentiment, which it is understood is 
shared by several men who are influen- 
tial in the company, is that the stock 
should be used simply for purposes of 
control and that it should be limited to a 
fixed dividend annually. A plan for ad- 
mitting the policvholders to a share in 
the management is already being consid- 
ered.. 





Manager Boldman Resigns 

E. D. Boldman of New York, eastern 
manager of the Pacific Mutual Life, has 
resigned. It is stated the company will 
retire from New York so far as life busi- 
ness is concerned. Mr. Boldman was 
formerly in the Ohio field for the New 
Amsterdam Casualty and Travelers and 
is a man of fine ability. 





Physicians Adopt Scale of Fees 

The physicians of Minnesota at a re- 
cent convention held in Minneapolis de- 
termined upon a fixed scale of fees to 


be charged the life insurance companies 
doing business in the state. In the past 





there has been no fixed scale. The scale 
as determined is $5 for ordinary exami- 
nations, $10 for microscopic examinations 
and $3 for renewal certificates. 





CONDEMNS THE NEW YORK LAW 
St. 





Louls Association by Resolution Ex- 
presses Its Disapproval—Elects Del- 
egation to National Convention 





At a meeting of the Life Underwriters 
Association of St. Louis, held June 22, 
the following resolution was adopted: 


Whereas, It is a matter of common 
knowledge, and we believe has been ad- 
mitted by its sponsors, that the recent 
legislation known as “the New York law,” 
while it tends in the right direction, is, 
in many of its features, a hastily adopted 
political expedient, crude and uncertain 
in its provisions; and 

hereas, One provision at least, in sec- 
tion 97 of said law, in its effect, discrimi- 
nates and singles out one class of life in- 
surance men, restricting and interfering 
with their right to contract for service, 
and this without securing to policyhold- 
ers the saving which is claimed as the 
object to be attained; and, as said pro- 
vision in said section is unfair and un- 
American in spirit and perhaps unconsti- 
tutional, as it affects the rights of citi- 
zens of the United States who are en- 
gaged in a legitimate occupation as life 
insurance agents, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
association that the so-called “New York 
law,”’ as a whole, should not be endorsed 
or approved by life insurance agents or 
their associations; and that its adoption, 
in its present form, by the legislatures of 
other states should be opposed. We favor 
all laws which result from mature delib- 
eration, wherever they may be necessary 
to secure to policyholders honest, faithful 
and economical administration. We desire 
laws that are beneficial, not destructive; 
laws that are practical and effective in 
operation; laws that are to be obeyed, 
not evaded; laws that serve not the tem- 
porary purpose of special interests, but 
the permanent interests of all sound life 
insurance.

WILL BEGIN BUSINESS JULY 1 








Midland Mutual Life of Columbus Ready 
for the Launching—Will Probably 
Increase Capital. 





The Midland Mutal Life of Columbus, 
O., will be ready to begin operations on 
July 1, having received its license from 
the state department on Monday ast, 
when the details relating to this and the 
deposit were completed. Superintendent 
of Insurance Vorys has gone over all 
the policy forms carefully and is thor- 
oughly in accord with them. In fact, a 
number of his suggestions were adopted, 
both in the original charter and in these 
forms. As the standard policy form is 
being agitated, Mr. Vorys was anxious 
that new Ohio companies get as near 
what is required as possible. 

There has been some delay on the part 
of the printers in getting out the blank 
policy samples and literature, but Sec- 
retary B. F. Reinmund has their promise 
that they will be forthcoming in time for 
use by the date named. Plenty of time 
has been taken in all the details, and it 
is hoped that few changes will be neces- 
sary in any of the forms in the near 
future. 

A meeting of stockholders has been 
called for Friday, when an increase in 
capital stock from $100,000 to $300,000, 
as originally intended, will be voted upon. 
That the measure will go through with 
practically no dissenting votes is almost 
certain. The new stock will be disposed 
of at $150 or $160 to selected parties 
whose influence in their respective com- 
munities will be for the good of the 
company. For the most part, it will be 
sold in small blocks, not more than five 
shares to one person, if possible. The 
purchase of stock, however, will obligate 
no one to take insurance with the com- 
pany. In fact, purchasers will not be 
asked that question at all, and those 
who have the disposal of stock in hand 
will pay no attention to the insurance 
end of the business. The stock will be 
sold by officers of the company and will 
not be placed in the hands of brokers. 

The articles of incorporation stipulate 
that stockholders shall be paid not to 
exceed 10 percent dividends on the par 
value of their stock, which is less than 
7 percent on the actual investment. They 
also provide that in case it is ever de- 
cided to mutualize the company, the stock 
may all be bought in at a price not to 
exceed $200 a share, or $50 more than 
was paid for it. 

In the articles provision is made that 
all profits above the required surplus 
shall go to the mutual policyhulders as 
dividends, and a distinct and clear defini- 
tion as to what the surplus shall consist 
of is given. In this way all disputes re- 
garding these points will be avoided.

“Just to what extent the law enacted 
at the instance of the Armstrong commit- 
tee by the legislature of New York is 
going to affect companies of other states 
has not yet been determined, but it seems 
very clear that companies that do not 
bring themselves within the expense lim- 
itation prescribed by statute and avoid 
abuses in advances to agents, and other- 
wise, are going to have great difficulty 
after Jan. 1, 1907, in securing the right 
to do business in New York state. In 
view of the fact that the standard ex- 
pense limitation does not differ widely 
from the Fidelity’s contract expense lim- 
itation, it should be no bar to the Fidelity, 
and the sooner the bonus system and the 
system of advances to agents beyond 
what their business justifies are discon- 
tinued, the better it will be for the in- 
surance business in general and the faith- 
ful, conscientious life underwriters in 
particular.”

President Paul Morton of the Equitable 
of New York has gone to Europe.

Other men connected 
it are A. H. Nordyke, D. M. Parry 
and Dr. S. E. Woodward. 

The executive committee of the Mana- 
gers Association of the Equitable Life has 
agreed with the company upon the new 
commission scale. The first year’s com- 
mission will be the same as in the past 
but renewals will be reduced to meet the 
requirements of the Armstrong law. 

The license of Carroll Brookfield, agent 
of the Security Mutual Life at Cincinnati, 
was recently revoked by Insurance Com- 
missioner Vorys.

men that ever touched American life in- 
surance in any capacity; they cost the 
health, both physical and mental, of 
President J. W. Alexander, a_ willing 
martyr, lest his company be ruined; they 
cost the virtual exile of President Mc- 
Curdy from his beautiful home and his 
friends, in deep humiliation of mind and 
soul. And many men _ scarcely less 
prominent in the world of life insurance 
have suffered, with their guiltless wives 
and children, nearly every mental and 
social torture that the human heart can 
conceive of.

But in the mass, greater distress has 
fallen to the lot of the life insurance 
agents of the country who, depending 
upon the good name of life insurance for 
a living, found their very means of live- 
lihood almost taken from them, because 
there had been evils in the most benefi- 
cent institution in the world. This surely 
it should not be impossible for me to 
realize—nay, it should be impossible for 
me to forget it for a moment—since, just 
one-half of my adult life, I, too, carried 
a rate-book. 

And sacrifices I have also made, albeit 
not to be mentioned with theirs of whom 
I have spoken or with yours—the sacri- 
fice of seeing men whom I loved, suffer— 
the sacrifice of withdrawing from clients 


whom I should gladly have served—and 
no small financial sacrifice; for the 
modest renumeration which I received 
and which has invidiously been cited to 
my discredit, was all I asked; though, 
besides resigning valuable clients to take 
the work, I refused a single fee of a 
larger amount, merely because my name 
was being mentioned for that connection. 
*x* * * 

| am unwilling to sacrifice, also, and 
without occasion for it on my _ part, 
through the mistaken or malevolent ma- 
chinations of the executive committee, 
the esteem, good will and even affection 
of life insurance fieldmen everywhere, 
whose cause I have sought to serve and 
whom I have never intentionally permit- 
ted others to injure. Therefore—and 
also in order that none of us shall have 
made our sacrifices without result—I am 
writing this letter.

The a-ents of the country should know 
precisely what was my part, as to matters 
which concern them most intimately, in 
the framing of legislation.

“Expenses, deducting investment ex- 


penses, to loading plus present value of 
assumed gains on mortality for five 
years’”—a limitation, not harsh for any 
well-managed company. 

$150,000,0c0 per annum—instead of 
$100,000,000—for the limit for the new 
business of the largest company and 
liberal limits for smaller companies. 
This arbitrary limit is, however, in my 
judgment the least defensible of ail. 

*x* * * 

To this hour I remain unconvinced of 
the necessity of any of these limitations, 
though not harmful, with the sole ex- 
ceplion of the limit upon first year’s ex- 
penses. Of the wisdom of this and the 
need for it, as an essential to real reform, 
I am convinced by the following: 

Publicity did not bring reform. Re- 
bating ran riot while the investigation 
was itself in progress and afterward. 

No criterion is established by which 
companies will by common consent be 
judged and fear for every shame to fail 
to square to. 

Neither a criterion nor real publicity 
is desired by those who would pull down 
the limitation, the criterion and the pub- 


licity of the Armstrong bill—not one 
only, but all three. 
Proofs: The unanimity of endorse- 


ment of full preliminary term, to get 
rid of “select and ultimate” which sets 
up a criterion; the substitution of no 
other standard; and the elimination from 
the gain and loss exhibit of the state- 
ment showing how much of the year’s 
profit is absorbed by the loss on new 
business. All those who call for pub- 
licity only are seeking to evade real pub- 
licity by every means at hand. 
* * * 

It would be pitiful for this great wave 
of reform sentiment, which has inflicted 
so much suffering upon you all, to pass 
over without any compensating benefits 
for the men in the field. Those benefits 
cannot be realized by restoring the old 
days, with their dire evils, tolerable only 
because you were accustomed to them, 
but instead by welcoming the new day, 
when the results of an honest agent’s toil 
cannot be filched from him by the “ex- 
ecutive special” or other archrebater. It 
is to no real agent’s interest that this 
thing remain possible; it is to his interest 
that his compensation be set at that 
reasonable figure which will remunerate 
his labors but leave no room for the 
despoiling rebater or the undermining 
“helper.” 

x * x 

Such commissions can be paid under 
the laws of New York. They average 
at least 14 percent larger than the cost 
of new business in the Northwestern 
Mutual in 1905; for that company used 
but $1,750,000 while the amount allowed 
would have been over $2,000,c00, as per 
the testimony of one of its actuaries. 
And more can be justified only on the 
plea that, the less dividends a company 
pays its policyholders, the larger com- 
missions it should pay—a theory which 
means that it should yet further diminish 
its returns to policyholders. 

x x x 

It was the operation of this theory 
which left the Washington, the United 
States, the Bankers and the Provident 
Savings, all without accumulations or 
surplus for their hosts of deferred divi- 
dend policyholders—who have so far, in 
consequence, had nonparticipating poli- 
cies. No man is a true friend of the 
life insurance agents of the country who 
is willing to remove the safeguards, 
erected against reverting to those evil 
conditions. 

When these conditions have passed 
away, when the validity of the criterion 
of profitable cost of new business is no- 
where disputed, when in short nobody 
cares whether there is limitation or not, 
then this limitation upon the cost of new 
business can be repealed, with safety; but 
not earlier. Just now, it is indispensable. 
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Massachusetts Code Revision Committee 
Seeks to Prevent Surety Companies 
from Carrying Jumbo Lines 


If the Massachusetts 
act favorably upon the recommendation 
made by the committee on recodification 
of the insurance laws in the matter of 
limiting the liability of a fidelity or surety 
company to be assumed on a single risk, 
it is believed that it will have a far- 
reaching and highly beneficial effect on 
the business. 

Heretofore a foreign company (one 
chartered outside of Massachusetts) has 
been permitted to assume a liability on 
a single risk in Massachusetts only equal 
to one-tenth of its paid-up capital, but 
outside of that state Massachusetts fixed 
no limit. The committee recommends 
that a company’s liability on one risk be 
limited to one-tenth of its net assets 
(paid-up capital and net surplus) in 
Massachusetts and everywhere else, vio- 
lation of this provision subjecting it to 
forfeiture of its Massachusetts license. 

This would enable companies to write 
larger bonds in Massuchusetts than at 
present but would limit their net liability 
on one risk elsewhere. Most of the 
larger surety companies operate in 
Massachusetts and its importance is such 
that they could not afford to be excluded 
from the state. The effect of the law 
would be that companies would have to 
write much smaller bonds or reinsure 
their liability down in other companies 
authorized in Massachusetts. In other 
words the assumption of a liability out 
of all proportion to their resources would 
have to cease. Surety men express the 
belief that the Massachusetts department 
would not recognize reinsurance in com- 
panies not authorized in that state. It is 
probable that companies not now ad- 
mitted to that state would enter for rein- 
surance. 

The following table shows the amount 
of the capital and net surplus of the 
principal surety companies according to 
their last statements, and the amount of 
net liability they could assume on one 
risk, the last item in even thousands of 
dollars :

From the foregoing table it may be 
seen that the capacity of the entire lot of 
companies would be $2,172,000, in other 
words it would require the services of 
practically all the companies in the busi- 
ness to write one receiver’s or trustee’s 
bond for $2,000,000. This would mean 
that all the companies would get a share 
in most of the large bonds issued. 
While this would seem an advantage to 
the smaller companies, they would have 
to reinsure so large a part of their big 
bonds that it would tend to equalize mat- 
ters. The business is there and will be 
written, but if this recommendation is 
embodied in the law there will be a much 
better distribution of hazard,

PENNSYLVANIA’S NEW POLICIES 





Accident and Disability Contracts with 
Some Novel Features Are Put 
on the Market 





The Pennsylvania Casualty has issued a 
fine new line of personal accident and dis- 
ability policies. The ‘‘Keystone” accident 
policy covers every accident except sui- 
cide; provides double benefits for travel 
accidents including death in a _ building 
destroyed by cyclone, as well as by fire, 
has the beneficiary feature, 10 percent ac- 
cumulations for five years where premiums 
are paid annually and 5 percent for ten 
years where paid semi-annually or quar- 
terly, returns all eo paid in case 
of accidental death, provides for settle- 
ments of disputes by arbitration, has sur- 
gical benefits for assured and beneficiary 
and for minor injuries, allows change of 
beneficiary and provides for identification. 
The price is $5 Re. $1,000 for Class “A” 
and $6 for class ‘B.” 

The “Premium Dividend” licy is 
issued to business and professional men 
only, Its cost is $5 per $1,000. It provides 
for an increase of 5 percent a year in the 
insurance for loss of life, limb or sight 
for the first five years and, thereafter, a 
decrease in cost through dividends. ‘Llhese 
dividends consist of the sum realized from 
setting aside 3 percent of the income from 
these policies each year for five years, 
which at the beginning of the sixth he od 
is divided among those whose policies 
have been continually in force for the 
past five years, using these dividends to 
decrease premiums. This policy also pro- 
vides special benefits where death results 
from sunstroke, freezing or any one of 
several other named causes. Otherwise 
it is much like the ‘‘Keystone’’ policy. 

The “General Disability” policy costs 
$12 a year per $1,000 for men between the 
ages of 18 and 50 and $14 between 51 and 
60. This policy covers all accidents and 
diseases, contains the accumulation feat- 
ure, insurance of the beneficiary against 
death by travel accidents, surgical bene- 
fits, double benefits and the identification 
feature. The weekly indemnity is $5 per 
$1,000 for disability from any known 
disease, limit 26 weeks, $500 per $1.000 for 
total blindness or total paralysis. For ac- 
cidents the weekly indemnity is $5 per 
$1,000 for total disability, and not over 
$3.60 per $1,000 for partial disability. The 
limit of weekly indemnity is 200 weeks.

Oakland, Cal., June 27.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)

When the list of 
the sheep and goats was first published, 
the people felt that the face value of 
their policies would be paid by the 100 
percent companies, but the claimants are 
finding that every loss is being fully in- 
vestigated. The companies in the dollar- 
for-dollar class are allowed much latitude 
and will make such reductions as they 
see fit. f 

At the meeting of the thirty-two com- 
panies last week the Continental was not 
represented. A committee of five was 
appointed and will pass on doubtful 
claims. All obtainable earthquake infor- 
mation will be secured. It is under- 
stood that use will be made of the in- 
formation that is called government sta- 
tistics, which has been secured by a com- 
mittee in this city. Innumerable photo- 
graphs, taken by professional and ama- 
teur photographers, and statements of the 
fire patrol, regular firemen, policemen 
and other persons will supplement this 
government data. 

Statement as to Meeting. 

Following the meeting W. J. Landers 
of the London Assurance gave out the 
following : 

We will not, for the present, withdraw 
from the adjusting bureau. It is true that 
reports have been coming in too tardily 
from the adjusting committees in a num- 
ber of cases, and we will use our influ- 
ence to have reports hastened. The delay 
of the bureau committees has been irri- 
tating in some instances, as companies 
concerned in some of the losses which 
were submitted to committees desired to 
be in a sition to make speedy settle- 
ments with policyholders. 

Where less than six companies are in- 
terested in a loss the committees will

ganizations as I suggest would make for 
uniformity and the small policyholder 
would secure as square a deal as the 
heavily insured. Also they would serve 
for the collection of data for the adver- 
tisement of dishonest companies and for 
the reward of the honest companies. There 
ought to be as wide a propaganda for 
this matter as there was for the life in- 
surance investigation in New York. 


txpenses Are Heavy 

The expense of adjusting and caring 
for the losses here will be enormous. 
Living expenses are high and most com- 
panies have had to put on extra adjust- 
ers. The amount will aggregate thou- 
sands of dollars for living expenses. 
The sum companies will pay out for ad- 
justing ’Frisco losses will be equivalent 
to a small conflagration loss itself. 

Position as to Claims 

As further reports are being brought 
in regarding the position of the compa- 
nies that were included in the list favor- 
ing the horizontal cut in San Francisco 
claims, it seems that there has been a 
misunderstanding. This horizontal cut 
only applies to losses where there is plain 
evidence of earthquake or dynamite loss 
or where there is grave doubt as to 
whether there is earthquake loss. In the 
first two cases the companies state that 
they are either not liable or there is 
doubt as to their liability and rather than 
settle in the courts, they are willing to 
compromise on a 75 percent basis. In 
case of doubtful claims where the earth- 
quake loss has to be investigated if the 
assured desires an immediate settlement 
and thus save a long investigation, the 
companies are willing to pay 75 percent. 
Almost all the companies included in the 
horizontal cut list have paid a number of 
claims where they are individually inter- 
ested, most of them on a dollar for dollar 
basis or have deducted for earthquake 
loss according to the evidence. 

Will All Come Out Alike 

There is a division of opinion among 
the companies as to the settlement of 
earthquake losses, some favoring treat- 
ing all the claimants alike where there 
was evidence of earthquake or dynamite 
loss or where the companies were in 
serious doubt as to whether there was 
such a loss. Other companies favored 
investigating each casé and treating it in- 
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dividually. A number of underwriters 
take the ground that when all the claims 
are paid, it will be found that each class 
of companies will pay about the same 
proportionately. 

Duties on Burned Goods 


Regarding duties on burned goods the 
general adjustment committee issues the 
following instructions: 

Your attention is respectfully called to 
the fact that under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 2984 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, the secretary of the t - 
ury is authorized to refund the amount of 
duties paid to the government upon mer- 
chandise destroyed or damaged by acci- 
dental fire or other casualty while the same 


remained in the custody of the officers of 
the customs. 

It has been stated that considerable such 
merchandise stored in warehouses was so 
jestroyed by the recent disaster. The prac- 
tice requires that application for such re- 
funding should be made to the collector of 
customs at San Francisco. Please retain 
in all cases as full details as possible in 
order to enable your application to be sup- 
ported with satisfactory proof. 

Note, further, that if any such merchan- 
dise had been removed from the custody of 
the officers and had been delivered to the 
owner, it is suggested that you collect and 
retain all the facts with a view of having 
— relief given by congressional 
action.

Firemans Fund Transfer 

The old Firemans Fund has transferred 
to the new Firemens Fund real estate 
and securities to make good the reinsur- 
ance fund less the commission allowed. 
President Dutton is quoted in the papers 
here as saying that the old company will 
pay to the new $2,000,000 of the $3,000,- 
000 reserve, the $1,000,000 commission go- 
ing to the old company. 

President Dutton says the turning over 
$600,000 to the Home F. & M. was to 
protect that company. He declares the 
Firemans Fund has been benefited by 
owning the Home F. & M. and it was 
felt necessary to keep the Home at a 
high grade in order that its value should 
not be impaired. 


Willlamsburg City Case 

The Williamsburg City Fire by its ad- 
juster, H. W. Colson, has returned proofs 
of loss to such of its policyholders as 
held policies containing an “earthquake 
clause” with the statement that the proofs 
of loss “are returned for the reason that 
loss was due to a cause not covered by 
our policy of insurance, and we therefore 
cannot recognize any liability under our 
contract with the assured.” 

The Williamsburgh City issues two 
kinds of policies. Its long-term policies 
and some of its shert-term policies, con- 
stituting about 75 percent of its business, 
do not contain this earthquake clause. 
About 25 percent of its short-term poli- 
cies, however, do contain this clause. 

The officers of the Williamsburgh City 
say they are sending back the proofs of 
loss, so as to avoid the appearance of hav- 
ing once accepted them, thus maintaining 
their legal position. They say also that 
they are giving the policyholder a chance 
to know just where he stands and that 
they are not trying to hoodwink him now 


into a belief that he will be paid and then 
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throw him over penniless at the end of 
sixty days. They expect to be sued and 
are preparing to defend their position be- 
fore the courts. 
May Follow Williamsburg City 

It is believed that some of the other 
earthquake-clause companies will follow 
the Williamsburg City’s leadership, as 
thus far only three of them have offered 
to settle a claim upon any basis whatso- 
ever. There are about sixteen such com- 
panies. They include the Rhine & 
Moselle, New Hampshire, Phcenix of 
Hartford, Williamsburgh City, Protector 
Underwriters, Palatine, Alliance of Lon- 
don, Commercial Union of London, Com- 
mercial Union of New York, Norwich 
Union, Indemnity of New York, German 
Alliance, National Union, Providence 
Washington, North German of Hamburg, 
German American. 

Foreign Officials to Arrive 

The general manager of the Commer- 
cial Union and Palatine and the secretary 
of Alliance have cabled from London 
that they will be here next month and 
now a similar message comes from the 
Norwich Union, whose foreign superin- 
‘tendent will come. All are “earthquake” 
companies, and so are iheir tributaries, 
the Commercial Union and Indemnity of 
New York, also the Rhine and Moselle, 
Providence Washington and Williams- 
burgh City, all of which turn to the Lon- 
don companies for guidance. The Ger- 
man American, German Alliance, Phoenix 
of Hartford, New Hampshire and Pro- 
tector Underwriters issue policies con- 
taining a so-called earthquake clause, but 
this purports to exempt the insurer from 
liability for “loss or damage occasioned 
by earthquake” and is not so sweeping as 
the other. It is understood that the com- 
panies last named have virtually aban- 
doned the idea of claiming exemption un- 
der this clause and are adjusting claims 
upon a compromise basis. The coming of 
the Britishers is anxiously awaited, It 
seems that they do not intend to make a 
sweeping denial of entire liability. The 
insured and reinsured are wondering by 
what sort of legal process it will be ar- 
ranged so that these companies may 
satisfy policyholders and so preserve their 
United States business and at the same 
time satisfy their stockholders who may 
at any time enjoin their paying claims 
that are not strictly legal. 

North German of New York 

The North German Fire of New York 
will not pay one cent of its San Francisco 
losses until it is informed by its reinsur- 
ing companies what legal stand they will 
take regarding the “earthquake clause 
included in all of the North German poli- 
cies. It is adjusting its losses at the 
present time, but it is not making a pro- 
position of settlement to any of its policy- 
holders. When it does settle it will, so 
declare its agent and adjusters, settle 
upon an honest basis and not favor any 
one and squeeze a less fortunate indivi- 


dual, 

The North German Fire of New York 
has already withdrawn from California 
as far as writing new business is con- 
cerned, and has so notified Insurance 
Commissioner Wolf. It has at present a 
capital of $200,000 and a surplus of 
$93,806. This combined capital and sur- 


plus does not begin to cover its 
losses in San Francisco, which are in 
the neighborhood of $700,000. It is 


a fact, however, that a large percent of 
this $700,000 is reinsured with German 
companies. Probably 70 percent is cov- 
ered in this way. If these reinsurance 
companies pay up, the North German 
Fire will be in a position to pay its losses 
dollar for dollar and remain in business 
as a live insurance corporation. 

Attitude of Reinsurance Companies 

The reinsurance companies, however, 
are contemplating refusing to pay any of 
the losses caused by the fire in San 
Francisco because of the “earthquake 
clause” in the policies of the North Ger- 
man Fire. This clause is identical with 
that included in the policies of some 
fourteen other companies and on its face 
relieves the company from liability when 
the fire results from earthquake. 

The insurance companies believe that 
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the earthquake which shook San Fran- 
cisco and started the first fires was a 
cause near enough to absolve them from 
payment in case the battle is waged in 
the courts. They have not yet fully de- 
cided what course they will take, but 
they are considering refusing to pay any 
of the San Francisco losses. 
Earthquake Companies Walting 

In the meantime the “earthquake 
clause” companies cannot act. Many of 
them will be ruined if the reinsurance 
money does not come. It will be im- 
possible for them to pay more than a 
small part of their losses even if they 
are willing to waive the earthquake 
clause and the possible protection it gives 
to them. They are waiting anxiously for 
the word to come from the reinsurance 
companies so that they will know where 
they stand. 

Chinese Take Action 

The Oakland and San _ Francisco 
branches of the great Chinese secret so- 
ciety, Chew Hung Tong, held a meeting 
in Oakland and decided to take steps to 
protect their members who were insured 
and suffered loss by the fire. 

The Chew Hung Tong is the largest 
Chinese secret society in the world, and 
100,000 Chinese in this country constitute 
part of its membership. It is both poli- 
tical and commercial in its objects and 
is credited with far-reaching influence in 
all parts of the world communities. 

In proportion to their number and the 
business they represented before the fire 
it is said the Chinese carried in the ag- 
gregate more insurance than any other 
nationality in San Francisco. Their 
losses amount to several millions of dol- 
lars, because of the complete destruction 
of Chinatown, with its great quantities 
of varied merchandise. 

Complain of the Companies 

At the meeting many of the Chinese 
present complained that adjusters, mainly 
from the east, were arbitrarily insisting 
upon settling their insurance claims for 
50 cents on the dollar without regard to 
the justice or merits of claims. It was 
finally decided to fight the companies of- 
fering unfair settlements, in two ways, 
where a fair settlement cannot be made 
by Chinese with a company. The so- 
ciety is to employ lawyers to sue the 
company. Secondly, all unfair companies 
are to be blacklisted in China by the 
society and in all other parts of the 
world where there are Chinese settle- 
ments. 

Headway Is Being Made 

Good headway is being made toward 
settlement of big losses. Since the com- 
panies that are affiliated with the Fire 
Underwriters Adjusting Bureau formed 
an organization of their own and threat- 
ened to withdraw from the bureau if the 
work assigned to the loss committees was 
not transacted in a rapid and satisfactory 
manner, the loss committees have ex- 
erted themselves somewhat and _ the 
thirty-six original companies and others 
are now receiving reports regularly on 
the finding of the committees. As a re- 
sult of this the settlement of the big San 
Francisco risks, in which six or more 
companies are involved, may be said to 
have fairly commenced. The committee 
of five, appointed by the organization of 
the thirty-six companies, has the power 
to name loss committees to take up losses 
where it is found that the committees 
designated by the general committee of 
fifteen of the Fire Underwriters Adjust- 
ing Bureau are dilatory in their work. 
Thus far the committee of five has not 
seen fit to exercise this power, but it is 
ready to act promptly when the occasion 
requires. 

Said one of the managers of a so- 
called dollar-for-dollar company to-day: 

“The shake-up and threatened disrup- 
tion of the fire underwriters’ bureau is 
already bearing good fruit. The loss 
committees have gone to work as they 
should have done weeks ago and we are 
now receiving reports that are at least 
three weeks overdue. It was only last 
week that I received the first report from 
a loss committee, but this week three or 
four come to hand daily. Should this 
policy continue, the insurance companies 





that mean to deal fairly with their policy- 
holders will soon get somewhere in the 
settlement of the big fire losses and con- 
ditions will be much improved.” 

The organization of thirty-six com- 
panies has appointed a special committee 
of five to pass on adjusted claims and ex- 
pedite adjustments. 

Methods That Are Employed 

The daily papers here claim that it has 
been a common practice of some of the 
insurance companies to submit a state- 
ment to a client showing resources and 
liabilities that make it appear that the 
corporation is woefully swamped. Set- 
tlements on a compromise basis have 
been easily brought about in this manner 
with claimants. Not one word would be 
vouchsafed as to the amount of rein- 
surance carried. Only threats of attor- 
neys to begin compulsory insolvency pro- 
ceedings have availed in a few instances 
to induce the agents to admit that the 
corporation carried reinsurance. 

Can Delay Settlements 

The companies that are known as the 
dollar-for-dollar class will be able to de- 
lay their settlements if they see fit on 
the ground of investigating each loss in- 
dividually. The 75 percent class offered 
this percentage to those who desired an 
immediate settlement, thus getting their 
money at once without further investiga- 
tion as to the earthquake loss. The 75 
percent companies are not using this per- 
centage in settling the large majority of 
their losses. Many losses are being paid 
in full by these companies and various de- 
ductions are being made for earthquake 
damage. 

Wolf Up Against It 

The American of Boston, American of 
Pennsylvania, Concordia, Delaware, 
Dutchess, Globe & Rutgers, Germania 
Girard, New York Fire, Spring Garden 
and Westchester, which did not file with 
Commissioner Wolf a list of policyholders 
or extend time of filing proofs, say they 
will remain in California until expelled. 
The two Americans and the New York 
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Fire have reinsured. The Germania and 
Delaware will eventually quit the state. 

Commissioner Wolf hesitates to cancel 
a license fearing that it will still further 
complicate loss matters. 

Foreman Brannan of the grand jury 
at present in session at San Francisco 
made the following announcement: “The 
grand jury will take up the insurance 
matter if it can be brought to its atten- 
tion that any company is acting in an 
illegal manner. If any policyholder has 
proof of this and will present it, his accu- 
sations will be thoroughly investigated.” 

Will Not Retire from Field 

The German of Peoria has withdrawn 
from California. President Cremer is- 
sues a statement to the effect that the 
rumor that it is to retire from the field 
entirely is absolutely false. He claims 
that the company is desirous of paying 
all fire losses in full, but it will not pay 
earthquake damage. 





CONTINENTAL’S POSITION 





Company’s Reasons for Withdrawing from 
the Adjustment Committees 





Regarding its withdrawal from the ad- 
justment committees, the Continental’s 
manager on the coast says: 


We do not wish to countenance either 
the discounting of losses, as indorsed by a 
majority of the insurance companies or 
the delay in adjustments, which has been 
a characteristic of the bureau. We have 
had complaints from policyholders whose 
losses have gone to the bureau for adjust- 
ment about the inactivity of the com- 
mittee. 

While we have not completely severed 
yur connection with the bureau, we will 
not have anything more to do with its 
committees. The majority of the com- 
panies naturally control most of the com- 
mittees, and if they want delay and are 
anxious to bring in the earthquake fea- 
ture to avoid an expeditious settlement, 
their representatives on the committee 
will act accordingly. This manner of pro- 
cedure does not suit us at all, 

Delay by the Committees 

In specific cases the Continental has 
sought to get committees to act, as it 
was one of the companies interested, and 
it realized that the insured were entitled

to as quick an adjustment as could be 
given, but the committees, which were 
controlled by the representatives of cer- 
tain other companies, failed to go ahead 
with their work. There did not appear to 
oe any good reason for this neglect. Con- 
sequently, we have decided that it is best 
for us to adjust our losses as fast as we 
can and not wait for the action of the 
bureau. 

Major Hard’s letter of withdrawal may 
be an entering wedge, and others may see 
fit to follow his example. We will all be 
gray-headed before the San _ Francisco 
losses are settled, if we have to await the 
bureau's action and if it does not make 
any better progress than it has so far. 
The Continental does not see any more 
reason for a horizontal reduction of 25 
percent on San Francisco than on losses 
in any other city. We are not paying for 
property which was destroyed by the 
earthquake, but if a loss was caused by

NATIONAL’S POSITION EXPLAINED 





Has Been Misrepresented In the Accounts 
Sent Out from Frisco. 





The National Fire Insurance Company 
of Hartford has been brought into pub- 
lic notice as much if not more than any 
other company at San Francisco, owing 
to the resignation of its Pacific coast 
manager, George D. Dornin, he giving 
the reason that he was dissatisfied with 
the way the company was settling its 
losses. This brought a flood of abuse 
on the company from the public and 
press, and many misleading statements 
have appeared as to the position of the 
company toward its claims. In a sense 
the situation of the National is the same 
as many other companies, and it will 
be interesting for the agents to know 
exactly the facts in the case. 

New Conditions Presented 

After the San Francisco disaster, com- 
panies were confronted with entirely new 
conditions in settling losses. In issuing 
their policies, the National and other 
companies did not contemplate earth- 
quake damage. If any such damage had 
been anticipated, of course no_ policies 
would have been issued at any price. If 
the earthquake had occurred and had 
not been followed by a fire, as was the 
case at San Jose, near San Francisco, 
the companies would not have been lia- 
ble for a dollar of loss. If a fire had 
occurred and destroyed San Francisco 
and there had been no earthquake, the 
companies would have been liable for 
every cent of damage covered by their 
policy. There was both an earthquake 
and fire at San Francisco, and the Na- 
tional as well as other companies found 
that they were confronted with peculiar 
conditions in endeavoring to ascertain the 
amount of damage from both causes. 
Even in the unburned section of the city 
and in Oakland, where there was no fire, 
there are hundreds of chimneys down 
and parts of buildings are damaged, thus 
showing that the effect of the earthquake 
was very great. The water supply was 
cut off, gas pipes broken, wires crossed 
and the city was left without fire pro- 
tection. Thus the earthquake caused a 
heavy depreciation in property before any 
fire followed. 

Figure Out Their Liability 

Many of the insurance companies be- 
gan to figure out what they could do 
toward arriving at some just settlement. 
Their charters do not permit them to 
insure against earthquake damage, and 
they are not liable for fallen buildings. 
The companies took the ground that they 
were liable for only the value of the 
property after the earthquake. The offi- 
cers of the National and many other 
companies saw that these complicated 
questions and problems would arise and 
they would be difficult of solution. It 
would take much time and expense and 
probably litigation would ensue before a 
satisfactory solution was secured if each 
case was taken up by itself. 

Appreciating all these difficulties, the 
National Fire and other companies pro- 
posed to waive any defense they might 
have, relinquish their rights under their 
policies and pay the assured the face of 
his policy at a proper discount, if this 
met with the approbation of the assured. 
Tt was believed that this plan, which 
meant a quick settlement, might work 





a hardship in some cases, but taking all 
the losses as a whole, it was felt that 
this would be as equitable as any plan 
that could be devised. 

Action of New York Meeting 

The matter was talked over in an in- 
formal way by the officials of a number 
of companies, and a meeting was called 
in New York to which were invited offi- 
cials of all the American companies in- 
terested. This meeting decided that the 
conditions in San Francisco merited a 
compromise, but the meeting did not 
specify the manner of making this com- 
promise. The English companies agreed 
that they would follow the course 
adopted by the American companies. 
Later on, representatives of the compa- 
nies met in San Francisco to decide on 
what was the best plan to adopt in 
putting into effect a compromise measure. 
The feeling prevailed that the only prac- 
ticable method would be to fix a definite 
percentage of reduction, and 25 percent 
was agreed upon. This meeting at San 
Francisco was not final, but simply to 
get the sentiment of the companies. It 
was proposed that if 90 percent of the 
companies agreed to this plan, it would 
then be taken up with the business or- 
ganizations and representative men of 
San Francisco to see whether they ap- 
proved it. If they did, the plan was to 
be made public and put in operation. 

Some Adjusters Acted Early 

Some of the company adjusters felt 
so sanguine that this plan would be 
adopted that they began adjusting some 
losses according to it, thus anticipating 
the approval of 90 percent of the com- 
panies and the business men of San 
Francisco. Some of the adjusters of the 
National of Hartford in San Francisco, 
knowing the proposed plan, and believing 
that it would go through all right, ad- 
justed a few losses on this basis, and 
to these General Agent Dornin took ex- 
ception. 

President Nichols of the National now 
states that this movement to adjust on 
a 25 percent reduction basis has failed, 
and the company will proceed to take up 
each loss separately, and adjust according 
to the merits of each case. 

It seems that a number of agents and 
assured have taken it for granted that 
the meeting in San Francisco was a final 
one at which the vote was taken on the 
75 percent loss proposition. It was only 
preliminary, in order to find the senti- 
ment of the companies, and before it 
could be put into action, it was to have 
been ratified by the business interests of 
San Francisco. All the companies de- 
sired was to get at some basis whereby 
settlements could be made rapidly and 
to which all interests would agree. 





POSITION OF THE GERMANS 





Representative of the North German Tells 
About the Situation 





Oakland, Cal., June 27.—(Special).— 
The North German Fire of Hamburg 
has decided to withdraw from the coast. 
Its Pacific coast agent, Walter Speyer, 
has resigned after twenty-six years of 
service with the company, and a repre- 
sentative from Germany, F. Stimmann, 
is’ out here looking into affairs. The 
North German is one of the “earthquake” 
companies. Its policies contain a clause 
relating to earthquake damage, and by 
which the company hopes to escape pay- 
ing full losses. The clause reads: “This 
company shall not be liable for loss 
caused directly or indirectly by invasion, 
insurrection or (unless fire ensues, and 
in that event for damage by fire only) 
by explosion, or lightning or earthquake.” 

It has not adjusted a claim yet nor 
paid any of its losses, which amount to 
about $3,000,000. Fully 60 percent is cov- 
ered by reinsurance, but the managers 
regretfully state that no matter how will- 
ing they may be to construe the company’s 
policies favorably to the policyholders, 
their reinsurers insist upon pinning them 
down to the strict letter of the contract. 

F. Steinmann, the European represen- 
tative, says: 

Our company is able to meet all liability 
rovided it can collect its reinsurance. 

he managers in Hamburg are taking le 


advice upon the _ so-called earthquake 
clause in the policies, which is somewhat 





different in its terms from that used by 
other companies, but in the opinion of our 
managers so far expressed, must be con- 
strued to exempt the company from all 
liability. However, our legal advisors may 
counsel us not to take the position. We 
do not know yet. I expect to receive 
definite instructions from Hamburg about 
the first week in July. 

I am aware that the German consul 
here, Mr. Bopp, has prepared a report upon 
the situation which the German govern- 
ment is expected to consider with a view 
to seeing that the German insurance com- 
panies deal honestly by their patrons. 
Furthermore, I have no doubt that the 
German government has the power to 
supervise and regulate the business of the 
insurance companies incorporated under 
the laws of our country. We have our 
commissioners of insurance there, as you 
have here. How far the power of the gov- 
ernment extends I am not prepared to say, 
but I feel sure that it extends to com- 
pelling all companies to uphold their com- 
mercial integrity and the good name of 
the country to which they belong. 


Among the German companies is the 
Trans-Atlantic, whose cessation of busi- 
ness was announced Friday. This com- 
pany has no earthquake clause, but has 
not yet admitted liability nor adjusted a 
loss. V. C. Duffield, the Pacific coast 
general agent, has placed his resignation 
in the hands of the directors in Ham- 
burg. 

The other German companies doing 
business in California are Aachen and 
Munich, Hamburg-Bremen, Prussian Na- 
tional and Rhine and Moselle. 

Policyholders of the Trans-Atlantic 
have started a movement to organize a 
corporation to prosecute their claims. 
The company had about $4,000,000 of 
losses, partly reinsured, while its surplus 
and capital aggregates $700,000. 





POSITION OF THE PHENIX 





General Agent Lenehan Tells About Com- 
plications in San Francisco 





Oakland, Cal., June 27.—(Special.)— 
The Phenix of Brooklyn will adjust its 
losses independently. General Agent J. 
H. Lenehan has issued a circular to 
agents which describes the conditions as 
to San Francisco losses. He says: 


To Our Agents: A serious misunder- 
standing has arisen regarding the attitude 
of a number of the companies interested 
in the San Francisco losses, and I deent 
it advisable to inform you as to the posi- 
tion occupied by many of them, and par- 
ticularly as to that of the Phenix. The 
terrible earthquake of April 18, which 
wrecked and damaged innumerable build- 
ings and their contents, destroyed the 
water mains of the city and rendered 
useless the theretofore effective fire de- 
partment, was followed by a conflagra- 
tion unparalleled as to the area and prop- 
erty values involved. 

The company’s ~-licies do not cover loss 
or damage by earthquake, and the injec- 
tion of this new elemen: into the question, 
as fire followed and completed the de- 
struction, has raised an issue not easily 
disposed of where policies covered build- 
ings and their contents which had cer- 
tainly fallen before the fire or which had 
been so damaged as to void the insurance, 
claims under such policies cannot be recog- 
nized. 

Assured Had Option. 

Where the damage by earthquake was 
not of sufficient magnitude to render the 
insurance void, or where buildings and, or, 
their contents were destroyed by civil and, 
or, military authority before the fire, or 
where books and records were destroyed 
so that it is impossible to supply the proofs 
of value required under the contract, and 
for other good reasons, it seemed right 
and just that if the settlement were had 
under policies not absolutely void a reason- 
able deduction should be made from the 
face of the policies. Many companies ex- 
pressed a willingness to dispose of such 
claims by immediate settlement for cash 
after deducting 25 percent from the policy, 
if the same were generally adopted. It 
is needless to say that such a settlement 
was not obligatory on the assured; he 
could elect to avail himself of it or await 
an adjustment, which, naturally, would be 
long and tedious because of the many 
complications arising from the difficulty of 
separating losses for which companies were 
liable from these exempted in the policy 
contract, because of the many varying 
forms of contracts and the ‘loss of essen- 
tial records both by the companies and 
the assured. The proposition appealed to 
many business men and bankers, who saw 
in it the means for prompt disposal of 
these claims on a cash basis, and which 
meant much to the policyholders in San 
Francisco. 

Adjusting Independently 

This tentative plan, however, did not 
meet with the approval of some companies, 
several of whom saw in its opposition an 
opportunity to secure a certain amount of 
advertising, and nothing has been left un- 
done in that direction. I believe this 
plan offered to a stricken community, if 
generally adopted, would have provided the 
funds for the immediate restoration of 
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much of the property destroyed. It ap- 
parently has not secured sufficient endorse- 
ment to render it effective, and the Phenix 
will proceed in the adjustment of its own 
losses, giving to each the careful investi- 
gation made imperative by reason of the 
presence of a new and extraordinary condi- 
tion, and necessarily calling for the closest 
scrutiny. We owe this to the company 
and its stockholders, as well as the policy- 
holders everywhere, to you and your pa- 
trons, who are depending on having reliable 
insurance for protection against legitimate 
loss, and to the business world, but the 
Phenix will carry out the original propo- 
sition and pay at once in cash any claim 
to which it is legally liable on the basis of 
a reasonable compromise, if desired to 
avoid the delay incident to adjustment on 
account of complications involved. The 
Phenix Insurance Company needs no cham- 
pion to defend its name before the people 
of this country. Its record of fifty-three 
years’ operations and honorable discharge 
of obligations in all of the great confia- 
grations since its organization will be fully 
maintained. It will be found in this in- 
stance, as heretofore, fair and upright in 
its dealings with claimants, and prompt 
and thorough in meeting its legitimate lia- 
bility, a position which will commend it, 
as it has in the past, to the consideration 
of honorable men. 


COMMENT OF R. M. BISSELL 





Vice-President of the Hartford on San 
Francisco Loss Estimates 





The following is the copy of a letter 
written by Vice-President R. M. Bissell 
of the Hartford to Resident Manager 
A. W. Schell of Cincinnati, it being pub- 
lished in THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER on 
Mr. Bissell’s authority: 


Many estimates of the losses of vari- 
ous companies have been made up by tak- 
ing their San Francisco premiums and 
assuming some average rate, thus arriving 
at the total amount at risk, and then 
assuming a _ certain percentage of the 
amount at risk as being the amount in- 
volved in the conflagration. 

Some of these tables probably produca 
results which are fairly accurate so far 
as the total average is concerned, but 
where individual companies are concerned 
the figures are frequently very far from 
the actual truth. For instance, some com- 
panies make a specialty of warehouse busi- 
ness and wholesale merchandise stocks. 
Such companies naturally accumulated 
enormous liabilities in the warehouse dis- 
trict, all of which was destroyed by fire. 
On the other hand, more than two-thirds 
of the entire liability of the Hartford in 
the city of San Francisco was on dwell- 
ing houses, and more than two-thirds of 
its entire liability is still in force, not hav- 
ing been affected by the fire. 

One of the comparative tables above 
mentioned credited the Hartford with 
losses amounting to about fifteen millions. 
Other estimates have run all the way from 
five millions and a half to fifteen, accord- 
ing to the imagination and system em- 
ployed by the compiler. 

As a matter of fact, the net losses of the 
Hartford through all channels will approxi- 
mate six millions of dollars, making a 
conservative estimate as to salvage. 

The Hartford’s business thus far for 
1906 has been extremely satisfactory—more 
so, in fact, than last year. If the record 
for profit of the last six months of 1905 is 
even approximated, the company will 
make a very handsome showing on the 
first of January, all things considered. 





GENERAL DOWNING’S LETTER 





Veteran Manager of the North America 
Talks to His Agents 





General Agent Downing of the North 
American says to his agents: 


Referring to the San Francisco losses, it 
is proper to say that difficulty in reach- 
ing prompt settlement, in numerous cases, 
has been such as never before experienced. 
Here was a city practically wiped out of 
existence, and how to get at reasonable 
evidence of the probable (not to say actual) 
loss in thousands of cases has been a most 
difficult problem. In the absence of such 
data, or evidence, as to the value of the 
property destroyed, as is usually obtainable 
without difficulty in ordinary cases, the 
amount of loss must be largely guesswork. 
All this has helped to make the work of 
adjustment slow. In addition, a large num- 
ber of dishonest claims have been pre- 
sented to the various companies, backed up 
by so-called “proofs of loss.”” This is one 
of the unpleasant features of the San 
Francisco misfortune. So marked have 
these attempts at fraud become that the 
insurance commissioner of California, Hon. 
E. Myron Wolf, has just issued a warn- 
ing appeal to the policyholders of San 
Francisco, in which he says: 

Commissioner Warns Policyholders 

“Complaints have come to the insurance 
commissioner’s office—complaints so backed 
up by proofs that they cannot be ques- 
tioned—of policyholders who are inflating 
the values of their destroyed property. 
Many of the insured are taking advantage 
of the mixed-up conditions and filing 
proofs of loss for goods which they never 
possessed or which they saved from the 
conflagration. It is work of this kind that 
gives dishonest companies an excuse to 
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shave honest policyholders. We must be 
honest all around if we expect proper set- 
tlements.”’ 

Another difficulty encountered was this: 
Just how earthquake damage should be 
determined. A large majority of the in- 
surance companies interested came to an 
agreement as to the rule to be applied to 
both buildings and contents where the loss 
was due wholly or in part to the earth- 
quake. No difficulty was encountered as to 
this, but when the question arose as to 
the practical application of the rule there 
was a considerable difference of opinion. 
Some were in favor of a flat reduction 
of 25 percent from all claims, as the sim- 
plest and surest way of obtaining a just 
and reasonable allowance for earthquake 
damages. The North America has been 
mentioned as one of the companies favor- 
ing this plan, but that is a mistake, as is 
evidenced by the following telegram re- 
ceived from President Platt: 

No America’s Position 

“All reports from San Francisco or else- 
where, representing that the Insurance 
Company of North America has proposed 
to settle its San Francisco losses on the 
basis of a flat reduction of 25 percent, or 
any other percent are untrue. Not a 
cent less than strict honesty and square 
dealing demand will be offered the insured; 
anything different would be contrary to the 
uniform record of the company for more 
than a hundred years. Every loss is be- 
ing taken up, adjusted and paid on its 
merits, or as equal and exact justice may 
dictate. No more can be asked, and no 
less will be given. If, in any case, a de- 
duction is called for an account of earth- 
quake damage, which is not covered by a 
policy of fire insurance, no more than what 
is just or reasonable is asked or expected. 
Adjustments on the above basis are rapidly 
progressing.”’ 

While the difficulties in the way of mak- 
ing satisfactory adjustments, in the ma- 
jority of cases, are unusual and unprece- 
dented, justifying, perhaps, a departure 
from the usual methods of procedure, the 
Insurance Company of North America pre- 
fers to treat each claim for loss, so far as 
practicable, in the ordinary way, paying in 
every case what is just and reasonable— 
no more and no less—so far as can be as- 
certained. 





SAN FRANCISCO NOTES 


H. C. Buchberger has arrived in San 
Meaneisea to tike charge of the losses of 
the Hamburg-Bremen. He says its net 
losses are $2,000,000, as 45 percent was 
taken by treaty companies. 

Assistant Manager W. N. Johnson of the 
North America has gone to ’Frisco. Gil- 
bert Holman, loss man in the western de- 
partment of the Hanover, has also joined 
the forces on the coast. 

Manager J. A. Kelsey of the Aachen & 
Munich, who has been at ’Frisco for some 
weeks, has returned to the east. 

Assistant Manager J. W. Brooks of the 
Delaware, who has been at the head of its 
adjustments at ’Frisco, took a trip to the 
home office for conference and will return 
to the coast again. 

The secretary of the adjusting bureau 
estimates the claims in which six or more 
companies are interested at 2,500. 

The Rhine & Moselle, which did a large 
business in San Francisco, operating only 
in California, will withdraw from _ the 
state. A large portion of its liability was 
reinsured in the Helvetia Swiss. 

President Dargan denies with emphasis 
that the Atlanta-Birmingham intends re- 
pudiating San Francisco losses. 


San Francisco representatives of the Fire 
Association and the Philadelphia Under 
writers received the following message 
from their home offices: “Pay 100 cents 
on the dollar on actual fire loss damage.” 


San Diego's board of education and 
board of public works at its next meeting 
promise to direct the cancellation of all 
public building insurance held in the “six- 
bit companies.” 


The German government intends to exer- 
cise influence with the German fire insur- 
ance companies to secure the legal fulfill- 
ment of their obligations as set forth in 
their San Francisco fire policies. 


The Eagle cancels every policy in Cali- 
fornia and withdraws from the state. Its 
losses in San Francisco are $673,000. 

The municipal authorities of Portland, 
Ore., announce that they would not in- 
sure public buildings with companies that 
are discounting claims.

facilitate fair judgment. If the state of 
California has determined to intervene in 
this matter, we respectfully urge that 
such intervention be directed toward a 
solution of the situation which shall be 
fair both to the policyholders and the in- 
surance companies. Any effort to that 
end will demand the hearty co-operation 
of this company. 

CoNTINENTAL—The Continental is anx- 
ious to pay 100 cents on every dollar of 
legal liability it has in San Francisco. 
We have about 800 policies involved, and 
more than 300 claims have been settled 
and paid. We are anxious to dispose of 
all others with the least possible delay. 
Before Commissioner Wolf asked for in- 
formation we sent him a list in triplicate 
of every policy we had in force in the 
destroyed district, desiring it made pub- 
lic so that our policyholders might know 
of our liability, even if their records had 
been destroyed.

Each case should 
be considered on its merits, and the ac- 
tual fire loss paid without deduction. 
The claim that but for the earthquake no 
fire would have occurred, and that, there- 
fore, not being paid for the earthquake 
hazard, the amount due for fire loss 
should be compromised, is, in our opinion, 
absurd. The Continental extends its 
sympathy to the people of San Francisco 
and its assurances of honest treatment, 
speedy settlements and cash payments. 
We sold fire insurance, and will deliver 
the goods sold undamaged.

WANTS UNIFORM’ INSPECTIONS 


Toledo, O., June 16.—To the Editor :— 
I have noticed some publicity given to 
a movement to concentrate the efforts 
of the various companies in making in- 
spections, and concur most heartily in 
what apparently is the prevailing opinion 
that inspections should be made by the 
inspection bureaus. In Toledo we have 
a very capable and efficient bureau and 
the various persons associated with that 
bureau in making inspections work along 
the same lines and their recommendations 
to the insured are uniform, and their re- 
ports made to the agencies and the 
companies are very clear, exact and com- 
plete. It is very embarrassing to have 
the insured insinuate that the insurance 
business is conducted as a rule with 
neither rhyme nor reason” and _ that 
there appears to be little system; while 
we in the inside know the strenuous 
efforts that are being made to raise the 
business to a higher plane and correct 
all evils possible to be corrected, yet we 
find little credence given to our explana- 
tions for the reason that those things 
with which the insured is more often 
brought in touch and more familiar with, 
such as special agency inspections, create 
in his mind great confusion, and many 
sarcastic references are made to the sup- 
posed publicity which rating and classifi- 
cation are said to have been given. In- 
spection bureaus are qualified to handle 
this subject with the insured, and it seems 
to me if they were allowed to handle it 
entirely, the companies could add ma- 
terially to the saving they are trying to 
effect, following the recent tremendous 
losses, and special agents could spend 
more time helping the local agent obtain 
business, at the same time cover more 
territory and visit agencies oftener. 

With all due respect to the special 
agent, there are a few of them that for 
many reasons have not been able to 
qualify as an inspector.

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When you are carrying a line on stock 
or household furniture, and the assured 
removes to a point without the jurisdic- 
tion of the company or to a place where 
it has no agency, or, again, where it does 
not wish to do business, do not cancel 
the policy, on request of the assured for 
transfer, on a pro rata basis, as the com- 
pany will not approve your action. A con- 
tract has been made to insure the prop 
erty for a stipulated time in a certain 
location, and if the assured should move 
to a point where the company does not 
care to transfer the liability, then you 
should so inform the assured, and if he 
should reply, “Then cancel my policy,” 
do so, but on a short-rate basis. 


Question—We should be pleased to 
have you advise us through the columns 
of your paper, regarding the following: 

Line 7 of the standard New York form 
of policy provides that the policy shall 
be void under the conditions further ~ 
cited in lines 14 and 15, viz.: “Or, if 
the hazard be increased by any means 
within control or knowledge of the in- 
sured.” 

The insured owning a detached build- 
ing and insuring the property under the 
New York standard form, subsequently 
thereto has knowledge that ‘another build- 
ing has been erected adjoining, but not 
attached to or communicating, shall give 
notice and such notice being given. Shall 
it not be endorsed upon the face of the 
policy by the insuring company or its 
agent? Failing in this, under the fore- 
going policy’s conditions, is not the policy 
voided? 

Answer.—In the above case policy 
would certainly be voided should the en- 
dorsement showing changed conditions 
be omitted therefrom. The erection of a 
building adjoining the one insured, even 
though not directly communicating, con- 
stitutes an increased hazard “within the 
knowledge of the insured.” A notice to 
the company’s agent would not suffice, as 
that agent must properly endorse the 
policy and send copy of the endorsement 
to the company. If the added exposure 
contains no occupancy more hazardous 
than that of the building insured the en- 
dorsement would be approved without 
question, but if exposure is designed for 


some more hazardous purpose, calling for 
a much higher rate, then the building in- 
sured would be materially affected and 
would require additional premium. In 
some cases it might develop that the new 
building was intended for an’ occupancy 
prohibited by the company. In such an 
event, unless cut off from building in- 
sured by an entire and fire wall, cancella- 
tion of policy would likely be the request 
of company. It is, therefore, important 
that the agent have his endorsement show 
the exact occupancy of the exposure, and 
that he indicate how buildings are sep- 
arated, in order that the company may 
determine whether liability can be con- 
tinued, and if so, whether the exposure 
occupancy calls for any additional 
premium. 

In making inspection of a woolen mill 
an agent should pay particular attention 
to the picker room, in which is the chief 
source of hazard. The picker room should 
be outside of the mill, or, if inside, it 
should be entirely cut off from other por- 
tions of the building. Boiler house should 
be a separate building, or if not, the 
boiler and engine should be on the ground 
floor of the mill, with an asbestos roof. 
A fire pump should be always ready for 
use, and sufficient amount of hose, of 
good quality, on each floor. There should 
be a watchman on the premises to record 
the time during the night. Proper fire 
escapes should be a part of the equip- 
ment, and no smoking by employes 
should be allowed on the premises.
